1 ForasmucH as many have taken in hand to set forth in or- 
der a declaration of those things which are most surely believ- 
2 od among us, even as they delivered them unto us, which from 
3 the beginning were eyewitnesses, and ministers of the word ; it 
seemed good to me also, having had perfect understanding of all 
things from the very first, to write unto thee in order, most ex- 
4 cellent Theophilus, that thou mightest know the certainty of those 
things wherein thou hast been instructed. 
5 ‘Tuer was in the days of Herod, the king of Judea, a certain 
priest named Zacharias, of the course of Abia: and his wife was 
6 of the daughters of Aaron, and her name was Elisabeth. And 
they were both righteous before God, walking in all the command- 
7 ments and ordinances of the Lord blameless. And they had no 
child, because that Elisabeth was barren, and they both were now 
well stricken in years, 
8 And it came to pass, that, while he executed the priest’s office 
9 before God in the order of his course, according to the custom of 
the priest's office, his lot was to burn incense when he went into 
10 the temple of the Lord, And the whole multitude of the people 
were praying without, at the time of incense. 
11 And there appeared unto him an angel of the Lord standing on 
12 the right side of the altar of incense, And when Zacharias saw

But when he saw many of the Pharisees and Sadducees come 
to his baptism, he said unto them, and to the multitude that 
came forth to be baptized of him, O generation of vipers, who 
hath warned you to flee from the wrath to come? BL, 8 Bring 
forth therefore fruits worthy of repentance; and begin not 
to say within yourselves, We have Abraham to owr father: for 
I say unto you, that God is able of these stones to raise up chil- 
dren unto Abraham, And now also the axe is laid unto the root 
of the trees; every tree therefore which bringeth not forth good 
fruit, is hewn down and cast into the fire. 

And the people asked him, saying, What shall we do then?

11 He answereth, and saith unto them, He that hath two coats, let 
him impart to him that hath none ; and he that hath meat, let him 
12 do likewise. Then came also publicans to be baptized, and said 
13 unto him, Master, what shall we do? And he said unto them, 
14 Exact no more than that which is appointed you, And the sol- 
diers likewise demanded of him, saying, And what shall we do?

And he answered, 
No. Then said they unto him, Who art thou? that we may give 
an answer to themthatsentus, Whatsayest thouof thyself?

25 And they which were sent were of the Pharisees, And they 
asked him, and said unto him, Why baptizest thou then, if thou 
be not that Christ, nor Elias, neither that prophet?

Discourse with Nicodemus. 
Jerusalem, 
JouN 3 ;: 1-21. 


1 Tere was a man of the Pharisees named Nicodemus, a ruler 

2 of the Jows : the same came to Jesus by night, and said unto him, 
Kaboi, we know that thou art a teacher come from God : for no 
man can do these miracles that thou doest, except God be with 

3 him. Jesus answered and said unto him, Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee, Except a man be born again, he cannot see the king- 
dom of God, 

4 Nicodemus saith unto him, How can a man be born when he 
is old? Can he enter the second time into his mother’s womb, 
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SECTION 21. 33 


and be born? Jesus answered, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
Except a man be born of water, and of the Spirit, he cannot enter 
into the kingdom of God. That which is born of the flesh, is 
flesh ; and that which is born of the Spirit, is spirit. Marvel not 
that I said unto thee, Ye must be born again. The wind bloweth 
where it listeth, and thou hearest the sound thereof, but canst 
not tell whence it cometh, and whither it goeth: so is every one 
that is born of the Spirit. 

Nicodemus answered and said unto him, How can these things 
be? Jesus answered and said unto him, Art thou a master of Is- 
rael, and knowest not these things? Verily, verily, .I say unto 
thee, We speak that we do know, and testify that we have seen ; 
and yereceive not our witness. If [ have told youearthly things, 
and ye believe not, how shall ye believe if I tell you of heavenly 
things? And no man hath ascended up to heaven, but he that 
came down from heaven, even the Son of man which is in heaven. 
And as Moses lifted up the serpent in the wilderness, even so must 
the Son of man be lifted up: that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have eternal life. 

For God so loved the world, that he gave his only-begotten Son 
that whosoever believeth in him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life. For God sent not his Son into the world to condemn 
the world, but that the world through him might be saved. He 
that believeth on him, is not condemned : but he that believeth 
not, is condemned already, because he hath not believed in the 
name of the only-begotten Son of God. And this is the condem- 
nation, that light is to come into the world, and men loved dark- 
ness rather than light, because their deeds were evil. For every 
one that doeth evil hateth the light, neither cometh to the light, 
Iest his deeds should be reproved. Brit he that doeth truth, 
cometh to the light, that his deeds may be made manifest, that 
they are wrought in God,

The Baptist’s Last Testimony. Imprisoned by Herod. 


Marrurew 14:3-5. Mark6:17-20, Luxr3:19, 20. Joun3 : 22-36, 


J. 22 Aprmr these things came Jesus and his disciples into the land 
23 of Judea; and there he tarried with them, .and baptized, And 
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John also was baptizing in Enon near to Salim, because there was 
much water there: and they came, and were baptized. For John 
was not yet cast into prison. 

Then there arose a question between some of John’s disciples 
and the Jews, about purifying. And they came unto John, and 
said unto him, Rabbi, he that was with thee beyond Jordan, to 
whom thou bearest witness, behold, the same baptizeth, and all 
men come to him, John answered and said, A man can receive 
nothing, except it be given him from heaven. Ye yourselves bear 
me witness, that I said, Tam not the Christ, but that I am sent 
before him. He that hath the bride is the bridegroom : but the 
friend of the bridegroom, which standeth and heareth him, re- 
joiceth greatly because of the bridegroom’s voice : this my joy 
therefore is fulfilled. He must increase, but I must decrease. 

He that cometh from above is above all: he that is of the earth 
is earthly, and speaketh of the earth: he that cometh from heaven 
is above all. And what he hath seen and heard, that he testifieth ; 
and no man receiveth his testimony. He that hath received his 
testimony, hath set to his seal that God istrue. For he whom 
God hath sent, speaketh the words of God : for God giveth not 


‘the Spirit by measure unto him. The Father loveth the Son, and 


hath given all things into his hand, He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life : and he that believeth not the Son shall not 
see life: but the wrath of God abideth on him. 

19 But Herod the tetrarch, being reproved by John for Herodias 
his brother Philip’s wife, and for all the evils which Herod had done, 
added yet this above all, that he shut up Johnin prison. JH&, 17 
For Herod himself had sent forth, and laid hold upon John, and 
bound him, and put him in prison for Herodias’ sake : for he had 
married her, For John had said unto Herod, It is not lawful for 
thee to have thy brother's wife. Therefore Herodias had a quar- 
rel against him, and would have killed him ; but she could not : 
for Herod feared John, knowing that ho was a just man and an 
holy, and observed him: and when he heard him, he did many 
things, and heard him gladly. I. 5 And when he would have 
put him to death, he feared the multitude, because they counted 
him as a prophet, 
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Section 22. 


To a Woman of Samaria declares himself the Messiah. 
Sychar, or Shechem. 
Joun 4 ; 1-26. 


WHEN therefore the Lord knew how the Pharisees had heard 
that Jesus made and baptized more disciples than John, (though 
Jesus himself baptized not, but his disciples,) he left Judea, and 
departed again into Galilee. And he must needs go through 
Samaria. Then cometh he toa city of Samaria, which is called 
Sychar, near to the parcel of ground that Jacob gave to his son 
Joseph. Now Jacob’s well was there, Jesus therefore being 
wearied with his journey, sat thus on the well: and it was about 
the sixth hour. 

There cometh a woman of Samaria to draw water: Jesus saith 
unto her, Give me to drink. (For his disciples were gone away 
unto the city to buy meat.) Then saith the woman of Samaria 
unto him, How is-.it that thou, being a Jew, askest drink of me, 
which am a woman of Samaria? for the Jews have no dealings 
with the Samaritans. Jesus answered and said unto her, If thou 
knewest the gift of God, and who it is that saith unto thee, Give 
me to drink ; thou wouldest have asked of him, and he would 
have given thee living water. The woman saith unto him, Sir, 
thou hast nothing to draw with, and the wellis deep : from whence 


then hast thou that living water? Artthou greater than our father 


Jacob, which gave us the well, and drank thereof himself, and his 
children, and his cattle? Jesus answered and said unto her, 
Whosoever drinketh of this water, shall thirst again : but whoso- 
ever drinketh of the water that I shall give him, shall never thirst : 
but the water that I shall give him, shall be inhim a well of water 
springing up into everlasting life. The woman saith unto him, 
Sir, give me this water, that I thirst not, neither come hither to 
draw, 

Jesus saith unto her, Go call thy husband, and come hither. 
The woman answered and said, I have no husband, Jesus said 
unto her, 'hou hast well said, I have no husband : for thou hast 
had five husbands, and he whom thou now hast, is not thy hus- 
band : in that saidst thou truly. The woman saith unto him, Sir, 
I perceive that thou art a prophet. Our fathers worshipped in 
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this mountain ; and ye say, that in Jerusalem is the place where 
men ought to worship. Jesus saith unto her, Woman, believe me, 
the hour cometh, when ye shall neither in this mountain, nor yet 
at Jerusalem, worship the Father. Ye worship ye know not what : 
we know what we worship : for salvation is of the Jews. But the 
hour cometh, and now is, when the true worshippers shall worship 
the Father in spirit and in truth : for the Father seeketh such to 
worship him. God is a Spirit : and they that worship him, must 
worship him in spirit and in truth. 

The woman saith unto him, I know that Messias cometh, which 
is called Christ : when he is come, he will tell us all things. Je- 
sus saith unto her, I that speak unto thee am he,

Sychar, or Shechem. 
Joun 4 : 27-42. 


Anp upon this came his disciples, and marvelled that he talked 
with the woman : yet no man said, What seekest thou? or, Why 
talkest thou with her? The woman then left her water-pot, and 
went her way into the city, and saith to the men, Come, see a man 
which told me all things that ever I did :. is not this the Christ ? 
Then they went out of the city, and came unto him. 

In the mean while his disciples prayed him, saying, Master, 
eat, But he said unto them, I have meat to eat that ye know not 
of. Therefore said the disciples one to another, Hath any man 
brought him aught to eat ? 

Jesus saith unto them, My meat is to do the will of him that 
sent me, and to finish his work. Say not ye, There are yet four 
months, and then cometh harvest? Behold, I say unto you, Lift 
up your eyes, and look on the fields ; for they are white already 
to harvest. And he that reapeth receiveth wages, and gathereth 
fruit unto life eternal : that both he that soweth, and he that reap- 
eth, may rejoice together. And herein is that saying true, One 
soweth, and another reapeth. I sent you to reap that whereon ye 
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bestowed no labour : other men laboured, and ye are entered into 
their labours. : 

And many of the Samaritans of that city believed on him for 
the saying of the woman, which testified, He told me all that ever 
I did. So when the Samaritans were come unto him, they be- 
sought him that he would tarry with them : and he abode there 


41 two days. And many more believed, because of his own word 3

and said unto the woman, Now we believe, not because of thy 
saying : for we have heard him ourselves, and know that this is in- 
deed the Christ, the Saviour of the world,

J. 43 Nowaftertwo days Jesus departed thence. And when he had

heard that John was cast into prison, he came into Galilee, preach- 
ing the gospel of the kingdom of God. For Jesus himself testi- 
fied, that a prophet hath no honour in his own country. Then 
when he was come into Galilee, the Galileans received him, having 
seen all the things that he did at Jerusalem at the feast : for they 
also went unto the feast. So Jesus came again into Cana of 
Galilee, where he made the water wine. 

And -there was a certain nobleman, whose son was sick at 
Capernaum, When he heard that Jesus was come out of Judea 
into Galilee, he went unto him, and besought him that he would 
come down and heal his son: for he was at the point of death. 
Then said Jesus unto him, Except ye see signs and wonders, ye 
will not believe. The nobleman saith unto him, Sir, come down 
ere my child die. Jesus saith unto him, Go thy ‘way ; thy son 
liveth. And the man believed the word that Jesus had spoken 
unto him, and he went his way. 

And as he was now going down, his servants met him, and told 
him, saying, Thy son liveth, Then inquired he of them the hour 
when he began to amend. And they said unto him, Yesterday at 
the seventh hour the fever left him. So the father knew thut it

was at the same hour, in the which Jesus said unto him, Thy son 
liveth ; and himself believed, and his whole house.

For whether is it easier, to say to the sick of the palsy, 
Thy sins be forgiven thee, or to say, Arise, and take up thy 
bed, and walk? But that ye may know that the Son of man hath 
power upon earth to forgive sins, (then saith he to the sick of the 
palsy,) I say unto thee, Arise, and take up thy bed, and go thy 
way into thine house, And immediately he rose up before them, 
took up the bed whereon he lay, went forth before them all, and 
departed to his own house, gloritying God. But when the multi- 
tude saw if, they were all amazed. and glorified God, which had 
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given such power unto men ; and they were filled with fear, say- 
ing, We never saw it on this fashion ; we have seen strange things 
to-day. 

And after these things he went forth again by the sea side, and 
all the multitude resorted unto him, and he taught them. And 
as he passed by, he saw a publican, named Matthew or Levi, the 
son of Alpheus, sitting at the receipt of custom : and he said unto 
him, Follow me, And he left all, rose up, and followed him.

Arter this there was a feast of the Jews: and Jesus went up to 
Jerasalem. Now there is at Jerusalem, by the sheep markel, a 
pool, which is called in the Hebrew tongue, Bethesda, having five 
porches. In these laya great multitude of impotent folk, of blind, 
halt, withered, waiting for the moving of the water. For an an- 
gel went down at a certain season into the pool, and troubled the 
water : whosoever then first after the troubling of the water stepped 
in, was made whole of whatsoever disease he had. 

And a certain man was there, which had an infirmity thirty and 
eight years. When Jesus saw him lie, and knew that he had been 
now a long time in that case, he saith unto him, Wilt thou be made 
whole? The impotent man answered him, Sir, I have no man, 
when the water is troubled, to put me into the pool : but while I 
am coming, another steppeth down before me. Jesus saith unto 
him, Rise, take up thy bed, and walk. And immediately the man 
was made whole, and tuok up his bed, and walked : and en the 
same day was the sabbath The Jews therefore said unto him 
that was cured, It is the sabbath-day ; it is not lawful for thee to 
carry thy bed. He answered them, He that made me whole, the 
same said unto me, Take up thy bed, and walk. Then asked they 
him, What man is that which said unto thee, Take up thy bed, 
and walk? And he that was healed wist not who it was: for Je- 
sus had conveyed himself away, a multitude being in thal place. 
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14 Afterward Jesus findeth him in the temple, and said unto him, 
Behold, thou art made whole: sin no more, lest a worse thing 

15 come unto thee. The man departed, and told the Jews that it 

16 was Jesus which had made him whole. And therefore did the 
Jews persecute Jesus, and sought to slay him, because he had 
done these things on the sabbath-day.

2 did eat, rubbing them in their hands, But when the Pharisees saw 
it, they said unto him, Behold, thy disciples do that which is not 
lawful to do on the sabbath-day, And certain of the Pharisees 

3 said unto them, Why do ye that which is not lawful? And Jesus 
answering them, said, Have ye never read so much as this, what 
David did, when he had need and was an hungered, he and they 

4 that were with him; how he went into the house of God in the 
days of Abiathar the high-priest, and did take and eat the shew- 
bread, and gave also to them that were with him ; which was not 
lawful for him to eat, neither for them which were with him, but 
only for the priests?

it is profitable for thee that one of thy members should perish, 
30 and not thal thy whole body should be cast into hell. And if thy 
right hand offend thee, cut it off, and cast it from thee : for it is 
profitable for thee that one of thy members should perish, and 
31 not that thy whole body should be cast into hell. It hath been 
said, Whosoever shall put away his wife, let him give her a writ- 
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32 ing of divorcement. But I say unto you, That whosoever shall put 
away his wife, saving for the cause of fornication, causeth her te 
commit adultery : and whosoever shall marry her that is divorced 
committeth adultery. 

33 Again, ye have heard that it hath been said by them of old 
time, Thou shalt not forswear thyself, but shalt perform unto the 

34 Lord thine oaths. But I say unto you, Swear not at all ; neither 

35 by heaven ; for it is God’s throne : nor by the earth ; for it is his 
footstool : neither by Jerusalem ; for it is the city of the great 

36 King. Neither shalt thou swear by thy head, because thou canst 

37 not make one hair white or black. But let your communication 
be, Yea, yea; Nay, nay : for whatsoever is more than these cometh 

38 of evil. Ye have heard that it hath been said, An eye for an eye, 

39 and a tooth for a tooth. But I say unto you, That ye resist not 
evil : but whosoever shall smite thee on thy right cheek, turn to 

40 him the other also, And if any man will sue thee at the law, and 

41 take away thy coat, let him have thy cloak also. And whosoever 

42 shall compel thee to goa mile, go with him twain. Give to him 
that asketh thee ; from him that would borrow of thee turn not 
thou away ; and of him that taketh away thy goods, ask them not 
again, 

43 Ye have heard that it hath been said, Thou shalt love thy neigh- 

44 bour, and hate thine enemy. But I say unto you which hear, 
Love your enemies, bless them that curse you, do good to them 
that hate you, and pray for them which despitefully use you and 

45 persecute you ; that ye may be the children of your Father which 
is in heaven : for he maketh his sun to rise on the evil and on the 

46 good, and sendeth rain on the just and on the unjust. For if ye 
love them which love you, what reward have ye? for sinners also 

47 lovethosethatlovethem, And if ye salute your brethren only, what 
do ye more than others ? do not even the publicans so? IL. 33 And 
if ye do good to them which do good to you, what thank have ye ? 

34 for sinners also do even thesame. And if yelend to them of whom 
ye hope to receive, what thank have ye? for sinners also lend to 

35 sinners, to receive as much again, But love ye your enemies, and 
do good, and lend, hoping for nothing again ; and your reward 
shall be great, and ye shall be the children of the Highest : for he 

36 is kind unto the unthankful and to the evil. Be ye therefore wer- 
ciful, as your Father also is merciful, 

M. 48 Be ye therefore perfect, even as your Father which is in 
heaven is perfect, 
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Section 38. 
Almsgiving. Prayer. The Lord’s Prayer. 


Marruew 6 : 1-18, 


1 ‘Taxz heed that you do not your alms before men, to be seen of 
them : otherwise ye have no reward of your Father which is in 

2 heaven, Therefore, when thou doest thine alms, do not sound a 
trumpet before thee, as the hypocrites do, in the synagogues, and 
in the streets, that they may have glory of men. Verily, I say 

3 unto you, They have their reward. But when thou doest alms, 

4 let not thy left hand know what thy right hand doeth ; that thine 
alms may be insecret : and thy Father which seeth in secret, him- 
self shall reward thee openly. 

5 And when thou prayest, thou shalt not be as the hypoctites are ;

But thou, when thou prayest, 
enter into thy closet, and when thou hast shut thy door, pray to 
thy Father which is in secret, and thy Father, which seeth in se- 
eret, shall reward thee openly. 

7 But when ye pray, use not vain repetitions, as the heathen do: 
for they think that they shall be heard for their much speaking. 

8 Be not ye therefore like unto them: for your Father knoweth 

9 what things ye have need of before yeask him, After this man- 

- ner therefore pray ye: 

10 Our Father which art in heaven, Hallowed be thy name, Thy 

11 kingdomcome. Thy will bedoneinearthasi/isinheaven, Give 

12 us this day our daily bread, And forgive us our debts, as wo for- 

13 giveour debtors, And Jead us not into temptation, but deliver us 
from evil. For thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the 
glory, for ever. Amen. 

14 For if ye forgive men their trespasses, your heavenly Father will 

15 also forgive you: Butif ye forgive not men their trespasses, neither 
will your Father forgive your trespasses, 

16 Moreover, when ye fast, be not, as the hypocrites, of a sad 
countenance : for they disfigure their faces, that they may appear 
unto men to fast, Verily, I say unto you, They have their reward. 

17 But thou, when thou fastest, anoint thy head, and wash thy face ; 

18 that thou appear not unto men to fast, but unto thy Father, which 
is in secret: and thy Father, which seeth in secret, shall reward 


thee openly. 
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Section 39. 


Sermon on the Mount. Treasure. Service. Trust. 
Matruew 6 : 19-34. 


Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon earth, where moth and 
rust doth corrupt, and where thieves break through and steal : but 
lay up for yourselves treasures in heaven, where neither moth nor 
rust doth corrupt, and where thieves do not break through nor 
steal. For where your treasure is, there will your heart be also. 
The light of the body is the eye : if therefore thine eye be single, 
thy whole body shall be full of light. But if thine eye be evil, thy 
whole body shall be fullof darkness. If therefore the light that is 
in thee be darkness, how great is that darkness ! 

No man can serve two masters : for either he will hate the one, 
and love the other; or else he will hold to the one, and despise 
the other, Ye cannot serve God and mammon. 

Therefore I say unto you, Take no thought for your life, what 
ye shall eat, or what ye shall drink ; nor yet for your body, what 
ye shall put on, Is not the life more than meat, and the body 
than raiment? Behold the fowls of the air: for they sow not, 
neither do they reap, nor gather into barns; yet your heavenly 
Father feedeth them, Are yenot much better thanthey? Which 
of you by taking thought can add one cubit unto hisstature? And 
why take ye thought for raiment? Consider the lilies of the field 


9 how they grow ; they toil not, neither do they spin ; and yet I say 


unto you, That even Solomon in all his glory was not arrayed like 
one of these. Wherefore, if God so clothe the ¢erass of the ficld, 
which to-day is, and to-morrow is cast into the oven, shall he not 
much more clothe you, O ye of little faith ? 

Therefore take no thought, saying, What shall we eat? or, What 


2 shall we drink? or, Wherewithal shall we be clothed? (For after 


all these things do the Gentiles seek ;) for your heavenly Father 
knoweth that ye have need of all these things. But seek ye first 
the kingdom of God, and his righteousness, and all these things 
shall be added unto you, Take therefore no thought for the mor- 
row: for the morrow shall take thought for the things of itself, 
Sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof, 
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Section 40. 


Sermon on the Mount. Judge not. Ask. Enter in. 
Marruew 7 :1-20. Luxr6 : 31, 37-45. 


37 JupcE not, and ye shall not be judged; for with what 
judgment ye judge, ye shall be judged, Condemn not, and ye 
shall not becondemned, Forgive, and yeshall be forgiven. Give, 
and it shall be given unto you ; good measure, pressed down, and 
shaken together, and running over, shall men give into your 
bosom. For with the same measure that ye mete withal it shall 
be measured to you again, 

And he spake a parable unto them, Can the blind lead the blind ? 
shall they not both fall into the ditch? The disciple is not above 
his master : but every one that is perfect, shall be as his master. 

And why beholdest thou the mote that is in thy brother’s eye, 
but perceivest not the beam that is in thine own eye? Either 
how canst thou say to thy brother, Brother, let me pul] out the 
mote that is in thine eye, when thou thyself beholdest not the 
beam that is in thine own eye? Thou hypocrite, cast out first the 


‘beam out of thine own eye, and then shalt thou see clearly to pull 


out the mote that is in thy brother’s eye. 


.6 Give not that which is holy unto the dogs, neither cast ye 


your pearls before swine, lest they trample them under their feet, 
and turn again and rend you. 

Ask, and it shall be given you ; seek, and ye shall find ; knock, 
and it shall be opened unto you. For every one that asketh, re- 
ceiveth ; and he that seeketh, findeth ; and to him that knocketh, 
it shall be opened. Or what man is there of you, whomif his son 
ask bread, will he give him a stone? or if he ask a fish, will he 
give him a serpent? If ye then being evil know how to give 
good gifts unto your children, how much more shall your Father 
which is in heaven give good things tothem thatask him? There- 
fore all things whatsoever ye would that men should do to you, 
do ye also even so to them : for tlfis is the law and the prophets. 

Enter ye in at the strait gate ; for wide is the gate, and broad is 
the way that leadeth to destruction, and many there be which go 
in thereat : because strait is the gate, and narrow is the way which 
leadeth unto life, and few there be that find it. 

Beware of false prophets, which come to you in sheep’s clothing, 
but inwardly they are rayening wolves. Ye shall know them by 
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their fruits. For every tree is known by his own fruit. EB, 44 For 
of thorns men do not gather figs, nor of a bramble bush gather 
they grapes. Mi. 17 Even so every good tree bringeth forth good 
fruit ; but a corrupt tree bringeth forth evil fruit. A good tree 
cannot bring forth evil fruit; neither can a corrupt tree bring 
forth good fruit. Every tree that bringeth not forth good fruit 
is hewn down, and cast into the fire. 


.45 Agood man out of the good treasure of his heart, bringeth forth 


that which is good ; and an evil man out of the evil treasure of 
his heart, bringeth forth that which is evil ; wherefore by their 
fruits ye shall know them : for of the abundance of the heart his 
mouth speaketh,

The Wise and the Foolish Builders. 


Marruew 7 : 21-29; 8:1. Luxeré6 : 46-49. 


.46 Anp why call ye me, Lord, Lord, and do not the things 


which Isay? Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven ; MH, 21 but he that doeth the 
will of my Father which is in heaven, Many will say to me in 
that day, Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied in thy name? and 
in thy name have cast out devils? and in thy name done many 
wonderful works? And then will I profess unto them, I never 
knew you: depart from me, ye that work iniquity. 

Therefore, whosoever cometh to me, and heareth these sayings 
of mine, and doeth them, I will liken him unto a wise man, which 
built an house, and digged deep, and laid the foundation upon a 
rock. And the rain descended, and the floods came, and the 
winds blew, and the stream beat vehemently upon that house, 
and could not shake it ; and it fell not, for it was founded upon 
wrock, And every one that heareth these sayings of mine, and 
doeth them not, shall be likened unto a foolish man, that, with- 
out a foundation, built his house upon the sand, And the rain 
descended, and the floods came, and the winds blew, and the 
stream did beat vehemently upon that house, and it fell; and 
great was the fall and the ruin of that house. 

And it came to pass, when Jesus had ended these sayings, the

L. 1 Now when he had ended all his sayings in the audience of the 
people, he entered into Capernaum, 

2 And a certain centurion’s servant, who was dear unto him, was 

3 sick of the palsy, and ready to die. And when he heard of Jesus, 
he sent unto him the elders of the Jews, beseeching him that he 

4 would come and heal his servant, And when they came to Jesus, 
they besought him instantly, saying, That he was worthy for whom 

5 he should do this, For he loveth our nation, and he hath built 

6 usasynagogue, Then Jesus went with them. And when he was 
now not far from the house, the centurion sent friends to him, 
saying unto him, Lord, trouble not thyself. 

M. 5,6 Then came unto him the centurion, beseeching him, and 
saying, Lord, my servant lieth at home sick of the palsy, grievous- 

7 ly tormented, And Jesus saith unto him, I will come and heal 

8 him. The centurion answered and said, Lord, I am not worthy 
that thou shouldest enter under my roof, Wherefore neither 
thought I myself worthy to come unto thee: but speak the word 

9 only, and my servant shall be healed, For I also am a man set 
under authority, having soldiers under me: and I say unto this 
one, Go, and he goeth: and to another, Come, and he cometh ; 
and to my servant, Do this, and he doeth it, 

10 When Jesus heard these things, he marvelled at him, and 
turned him about, and said unto the people that followed him, 
Verily, I say unto you, I have not found so great faith, no, not in 

11 Israel. And I say unto you, That many shall come from the east 
and west, and shall sit down with Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, 

12 in the kingdom of heaven, But the children of the kingdom shall

be cast out into utter darkness : there shall be weeping and gnash- 
ing of teeth.

L. 24 Anp when the messengers of John were departed, Jesus 
began to speak unto the people concerning John, What went ye 
out into the wilderness for to see? A reedshaken with the wind ? 

25 But what went ye outfor to see? A manclothed insoft raiment ? 
Behold, they which are gorgeously apparelled in soft clothing, and 

26 live delicately, are in kings’ courts. But what went ye out for to 
see? A prophet? Yea, I say unto you, and much more than a 

27 prophet. For this is he of whom it is written, Behold, I send my 
messenger before thy face, which shall prepare thy way before 
thee, TW. 11 Verily, I say unto you, Among them that are born 
of women, there hath not risen a greater prophet than John the 
Baptist : notwithstanding, he that is least in the kingdom of 

12 heaven, is greater than he. And from the days of John the Bap- 
tist until now, the kingdom of heaven suffereth violence, and the 

13 violent take it byforce. Forall the prophets and the Jaw prophe- 

14 sied until John. Andif ye will receive it, this is Elias, which was 

15 for to come. .He that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

L. 29 And all the people that heard him, and the publicans, 

30 justified God, being baptized with the baptism of John, But the 
Pharisees and lawyers rejected the counsel of God against them- 

31 selves, being not baptized of him, And the Lord said, Whereun- 
to then shall I liken the men of this generation? and to what are 

32 they like? ‘They are like unto children sitting in the market- 
place, and calling one to another, and saying, We have piped unto 
you, and ye have not danced ; we have mourned to you, and ye 

33 have not wept. For John the Baptist came neither eating bread 

34 nor drinking wine ; and ye say, He hathadevil. The Son of man 
is come eating and drinking ; and ye say, Behold a gluttonous 

85 man, and a winebibber, a friend of publicans and sinners! But 
wisdom is justified of all her children.

20 Tuen began he to upbraid the cities wherein most of his mighty 
21 works were done, because they repented not. Woe unto thee, 
Chorazin! woe unto thee, Bethsaida! for if the mighty works 
which were done in you had been done in Tyre and Sidon, they 
22 would have repented long ago in sackcloth and ashes. But I say 
unto you, It shall be more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at the day 
23 of judgment, than for you. And thou, Capernaum, which art ex- 
alted unto heaven, shalt be brought down to hell: for if the 
mighty works which have been done in thee had been done in 
24 Sodom, it would have remained until this day, But I say unto 
you, That it shall be more tolerable for the land of Sodom in the 
day of judgment, than for thee. 
25. At that time Jesus answered and said, I thank thee, O Father, 
Lord of heaven and earth, because thou hast hid these things from 
26 the wise and prudent, and hast revealed them unto babes. Even 
27 so, Father, for so it seemed good in thy sight. All things are de- 
livered unto me of my Father ; and no man knoweth the Son, but 
the Father ; neither knoweth any man the Father, save the Son, 
28 and he to whomsoever the Son will reveal him. Come unto me, 
all ye that labour, and are heavy laden, and I will give you rest. 
29 Take my yoke upon you, and learn of me: for I am meek and 
30 lowly in heart ; and ye shall find rest unto your souls. For my 
yoke is easy, and my burden is light.

The Pharisee and the Sinner, The Two Debtors. Second Gir- 
cuit in Galilee. 
Lurm 7: 36-507; 8 1-3) 


36 Awnp ono of the Pharisees desired him that he would eat with him, 
And he went into the Pharisee’s house, and sat down to meat 
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And behold, a woman in the city, which was a sinner, when 
she knew that Jesus sat at meat in the Pharisee’s house, brought 
an alabaster-box of ointment, and stood at his feet behind him 
weeping, and began to wash his feet with tears, and did wipe them 
with the hairs of her head, and kissed his feet, and anointed them 
with the ointment, Now when the Pharisee which had bidden 
him saw it, he spake within himself, saying, This man, if he were 
a prophet, would have known who, and what manner of woman 
this is that toucheth him : for she is a sinver, 

And Jesus answering said unto him, Simon, I have somewhat 
to say unto thee. And he saith, Master, say on. There was a 
certain creditor, which had two debtors: the one owed five hun- 
dred pence, and the other fifty. And when they had nothing to 
pay, he frankly forgave them both, Tell me therefore, which of 
them will love him most? Simon answered and said, I suppose 
that he, to whom he forgave most. And he said unto him, Thou 
hast rightly judged. 

And he turned to the woman, and said unto Simon, Seest thou 
this woman? I entered into thine house; thou gavest me no 
water for my feet : but she hath washed my feet with tears, and 
wiped them with the hairs of her head. Thou gavest me no kiss : 
but this woman, since the time I came in, hath not ceased to kiss 
my feet. My head with oil thou didst notanoint: but this woman 
hath anointed my feet with ointment. Wherefore I say unto thee, 
Her sins, which are many, are forgiven ; for she loved much : but 
to whom little is forgiven, the same loveth little. Andhesaid unto 
her, Thy sins are forgiven. And they that sat at meat with him 
began to say within themselves, Who is this that forgiveth sins 
also? And he said to the woman, Thy faith hath saved thee ; go 
in peace. 

And it came to pass afterward, that he went throughout every 
city and village, preaching and shewing the glad tidings of the 
kingdom of God: and the twelve were with him ; and certain 
women, which had been healed of evil spirits and infirmities, 
Mary called Magdalene, out of whom went seven devils, and Joanna 
the wife of Chuza, Herod’s steward, and Susanna, and many 
others, which ministered unto him of their substance,

Blasphemy against the 
Holy Ghost. 


Galilee. 
Marrrew 12 : 22-37. Marx 3:19-30, Luxe ii: 14, 15, 17-23. 


Mk, 19, 20 Anp they went into an house. And the multitude 
cometh together again, so that they could not so much as eat 

21 bread, And when his friends heard of it, they went out to lay 
hold on him : for they said, He is beside himself. 

M, 22 Then was brought unto him one possessed of a devil, 
blind and dumb : and he healed him, insomuch that it came to 
pass when the deyil was gone out the blind and dumb both spake 

23 and saw. And all the people were amazed, and said, Is not this 
the son of David ? ; 

24 But the Pharisees, when they heard it, and the scribes which 
came down from Jerusalem, said, This fellow hath Beelzebub, and 

25 by the prince of the devils casteth he out devils. But Jesus knew 
their thoughts, and called them unto him, and said unto them in 
parables, How can Satan cast out Satan? Every kingdom divided 
against itself is brought to desolation ; and every city or house 

26 divided against itself shall not stand, And if Satan rise up 
against and cast out Satan, he is divided against himself : how 
shall then his kingdom stand? He cannot stand, but hath an 

27 end. And if I by Beelzebub cast out devils, by whom do your 

28 children cast them out? therefore they shall be your judges, _ But 
if I cast out devils by the Spirit of God, then the kingdom of God 

29 is come unto you. No man can enter into a strong man’s house, 
and spoil his goods, except he will first bind the strong man ; and 
then he will spoil his house. When a strong man armed keepeth 
his palace, his goods are in peace ; but when a stronger than he 
shall come upon him and overcome him, he taketh from him all 

30 his armour wherein he trusted, and divideth his spoils, He that 
is not with me is against me ; and he that gathereth not with me 
scattereth abroad. 

31 Wherefore, verily, I say unto you, All manner of sins shall be 
forgiven unto the sons of men, and blasphemies wherewith soever 
they shall blaspheme ; but the blasphemy against the Holy Ghost 
shall not be forgiven unto men, 
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32 And whosoever speaketh a word against the Son of man, it shall 
be forgiven him : but whosoever speaketh against the Holy Ghost, 
it shall not be forgiven him, neither in this world, neither in the 
world to come: he hath never forgiveness, but is in danger of 
eternal damnation. Because they said, He hath an unclean 
spirit, 

33 Hither make the tree good, and his fruit good : or else make 
the tree corrupt, and his fruit corrupt: for the tree is known by 

34 his fruit. O generation of vipers, how can ye, being evil; speak 
good things? for out of the abundance of the heart the mouth 

35 speaketh. A good man out of the good treasure of the heart bring- 
eth forth good things: and an evil man out of the evil treasure 

36 bringeth forth evil things. But I say unto you, That every idle 
word that men shall speak, they shail give account thereof in the 

37 day of judgment. For by thy words thou shalt be justified, and 
by thy words thou shalt be condemned. 


Section 48. 
Rebukes the Scribes and Pharisees. Disciples his Kindred. 
Galilee. 
Martuew 12 :38-50. Luxe 11:16, 24-36 ; 8:19-21. Marx3: 31-35. 


M. 38 Turn certain of the scribes and of the Pharisees tempting 
him answered, saying, Master, we would see a sign from heaven, 
39 from thee, But when the people were gathered thick together, 
he answered and said to them, This is an evil and adulterous gen- 
eration ; they seek after a sign, and there shall no sign be given 
to it but the sign of the prophet Jonas. As Jonas was a sign unto 
the Ninevites, so shall also the Son of man be to this generation. 
40 For as Jonas was three days and three nights in the whale’s belly, 
so shall the Son of man be three days and three nights in the heart 
41 of the earth, The men of Nineveh shall rise in judgment with 
this generation, and sha!l condemn it : because they repented at 
the preaching of Jonas ; and, behold, a greater than Jonas is here, 
42 The queen of the south shall rise up in the judgment with the 
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men of this generation, and shall condemn them : for she came 
from the uttermost parts of the earth to hear the wisdom of Solo- 
mon ; and, behold, a greater than Solomon is here. 


. 33 No man, when he hath lighted a candle, putteth if in a secret 


place, neither under a bushel, but on a candlestick, that they 
which come in may see the light. The light of the body is the 
eye : therefore when thine eye is single, thy whole body also is 
full of light ; but when thine eye is evil, thy body also is full of 
darkness. Take heed therefore that the light which is in thee be 
not darkness. If thy whole body therefore be full of light, having 
no part dark, the whole shall be full of light, as when the bright 
shining of a candle doth give thee light. 


. 43 When the unclean spirit is gone out of aman, he walketh 


through dry places, seeking rest, and findeth none. Then he 
saith, I will return into my house from whence I came out ; and 
when he is come, he findeth i/ empty, swept, and garnished. Then 
goeth he, and taketh with himself seven other spirits more wicked 
than himself, and they enter in and dwell there : and the last slate 
of that man is worse than the first. Even so shall it be also unto 
this wicked generation. 


. 27 And it came to pass, as he spake these things, a certain 


woman of the company lifted up her voice, and said unto him, 
Blessed is the womb that bare thee, and the paps which thou hast 
sucked. But he said, Yea, rather blessed are they that hear the 
word of God, and keep it. 


. 46 While he yet talked to the people, behold, there came then 


his mother and his brethren, and standing without, sent unto him, 
calling him, desiring to speak with him. And the multitude sat 
about him, Then one said unto him, Behold, thy mother and thy 
brethren stand without, desiring to see thee, to speak with thee. 
But he answered and said unto him that told him, Who is my 
mother ? and who are my brethren?

AnD as he spake, a certain Pharisee besought him to dine with 
him : and he went in, and sat down to meat.. 

And when the Pharisee saw ii, he marvelled that he had not first 
washed before dinner. And the Lord said unto him, Now do ye 
Pharisees make clean the outside of the cup and the platter ; but 
your inward part is full of ravening and wickedness. Ye fools, 
did not he that made that which is without, make that which is 
within also? Butrather give alms of such things as ye have ; and 
behold, all things are clean unto you. But woe unto you, Phari- 
sees! for ye tithe mint, and rue, and all manner of herbs, and 
pass over judgment and the love of God: these ought ye to have 
done, and not to leave the other undone. Woe unto you, Phari- 
sees! for ye love the uppermost seats in the synagogues, and 
greetings in the markets. Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites! for ye are as graves which appear not, and the men 
that walk over them are not aware of them. 

Then answered one of the lawyers, and said unto him, Master, 
thus saying, thou reproachest us also. And he said, Woe unto 
you also, ye lawyers! for ye lade men with burdens grievous to be 
borne, and ye yourselves touch not the burdens with one of your 
fingers. Woe unto you! for ye build the sepulchres of the 
prophets, and your fathers killedthem, Truly ye bear witness, that 
ye allow the deeds of your fathers : for they indeed killed them, and 
ye build their sepulchres. Therefore also said the wisdom of God, 
I will send them prophets and apostles, and some of them they 
shall slay and persecute : that the blood of all the prophets, which 
was shed from the foundation of the world, may be required of 
this generation ; from the blood of Abel unto the blood of Zach- 
arias, which perished between the altar and the temple : verily, I 
say unto you, It shall be required of this generation. Woe unto 
you, lawyers! for ye have taken away the key of knowledge : ye 
enter not in yourselves, and them that were entering in ye hin- 


dered.

will forewarn you whom ye shall fear : Fear him, which after he 
hath killed, hath power to cast into hell ; yea, I say unto you, 

G6 Fear him. Are not five sparrows sold for two farthings, and not 

one of them is forgotten before God? But even the very hairs of 

your head are all numbered. Fear not therefore : ye are of more 
value than many sparrows. - 

8 Also I say unto you, Whosoever shall confess me before men, 

him shall the Son of man also confess before the angels of God. 

9 But he that denieth me before men, shall be denied before the 

10 angels of God. And whosoever shall speak a word against the 

Son of man, it shall be forgiven him ; but unto him that blasphem- 

11 eth against the Holy Ghost, it shall not be forgiven, And when 

they bring you unto the synagogues, and wnto magistrates, and 

powers, take ye no thought how or what thing ye shall answer, or 

12 what ye shall say : for the Holy Ghost shall teach you in the same

Anp he said unto his disciples, Therefore I say unto you, Take 
no thought for your life, what ye shall eat ; neither for the body, 
what ye shall put on. The life is more than meat, and the body 
is more than raiment. Consider the ravens : for they neither sow 
nor reap: which neither have storehouse nor barn ; and God 
feedeth them. How much more are ye better than the fowls? 
And which of you with taking thought can add to his stature one 
eubit? If yethen be not able to dothat thing which is least, why 
take ye thought for the rest? Consider the lilies how they grow : 
they toil not, they spin not ; and yet I say unto you, that Solomon 
in all his glory was not arrayed like one of these.

THEN Peter said unto him, Lord, speakest thou this parable 
unto us, or even to all? And the Lord said, Who then is that 
faithful and wise steward, whom his lord shall make ruler over his 
household, to give them their portion of meat in due season? 
Blessed is that servant, whom his lord when he cometh shail find 
so doing. Ofa truth I say unto you, that he will make him ruler 
over all that he hath. But and if that servant say in his heart, 
My lord delayeth his coming ; and shall begin to beat the men- 
servants, and maidens, and to eat and drink, and to be drunken ; 
the lord of that servant will come in a day when he looketh not 
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for him, and at an hour when he is not aware, and will cut him in 
sunder, and will appoint~him his portion with the unbelievers, 
And that servant which knew his lord’s will, and prepared not 
himself, neither did according to his will, shall be beaten with 
many stripes.

I tell you, Nay ; but rather di- 
vision : for from henceforth there shall be five in one house di- 
vided, three against two, and two against three.

When thou goest with thine adversary to the magistrate, as thou 
art in the way, give diligence that thou mayest be delivered from 
him ; lest he hale thee to the judge, and the judge deliver thee to 
the officer, and the officer cast thee into prison, I tell thee, thou 
shalt not depart thence, till thou hast paid the very last mite.

. 1 Tur same day went Jesus out of the house, and sat by the sea 


side, and began again to teach. And great multitudes were gath- 
ered together, and were come unto him out of every city, so that 
he entered into a ship, and sat in the sea ; and the whole multi- 
tude stood on the shore. 

And he spake unto them, and taught them many things by para- 
bles ; and said unto them in his doctrine, WK. 3 Hearken ; 
behold, a sower went out to sow hisseed. And it came to pass, as 
he sowed, some fell by the way side ; and it was trodden down, 
and the fowls of the air came and devoured it up. And some fell 
on stony ground, where it had not much earth ; and immediately 
it sprang up, because it had no depth of earth, But as soon as it 
was sprung up, when the sun was up, it was scorched, and because 
it had no root and lacked moisture, it withered away.

sprang up, and increased ; and brought forth fruit, some thirty, 

9 and some sixty, and some an hundred fold. And when he had 

said these things, he cried, He that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

10 And when he was alone they that were about him, with the twelve 

disciples, came and asked him saying, What might this parable 

be? Mi, 11 Why speakest thou unto them in parables? He an- 

swered and said unto them, Because it is given unto you to know 

the mysteries of the kingdom of God, -but unto them that are 

12 without it is not given. For whosoever hath, to him shall be 

given, and he shall have more abundance ; but whosoever hath 

13 not, from him shall be taken away even that he hath. Therefore 

speak I to others in parables : because they seeing see not ; and 

hearing they hear not, neither do they understand ; lest at any 

time they should be converted, and their sins should be forgiven 

14 them, Andinthem is fulfilled the prophecy of Esaias, which saith, 

By hearing ye shall hear, and shall not understand : and seeing ye 

15 shall see, and shall not perceive : for this people’s heart is waxed 

gross, and their ears are dull of hearing, and their eyes they have 

closed ; lest at any time they should see with their eyes, and hear 

with their ears, and should understand with their heart, and should 

16 beconverted, and I should healthem, But blessed are your eyes, 

17 for they see :.and your ears, for they hear. For verily I say unto 

you, That many prophets and righteous men have desired to see 

those things which ye see, and have not seen them; and to hear 
those things which ye hear, and have not heard them.

Mk. 13 Anp he said unto them, Know ye not this parable? And 
how then will ye know all parables? Hear ye therefore the para- 
ble of the sower. The parable is this: The seed is the word of 

14,15 God. The sower soweth the word. And those by the way side 
where the word is sown are they that hear the word of the king- 
dom and understand it not; but when they have heard Satan 
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cometh immediately, and taketh away the word that was sown, 
out of their hearts, lest they should believe and be saved, And 
these are they likewise which have received the seed into stony 
places, who, when they have heard the word, immediately receive 
it with joy ; yet these have no root in themselves, and so endure 
but for a time : which for a while believe ; afterward, in time of 
temptation, when tribulation or persecution ariseth for the word’s 
sake, immediately they are offended, and fall away. And these 
are they which received seed among thorns : such as hear the word, 
who when they have heard go forth ; and the cares of this world, 
and the deceitfulness of riches, and pleasures of this life, and the 
lusts of other things entering in, choke the word, and they bring 
no fruit to perfection. But these are they that received seed into 
the good ground ; such as hear the word, and understand and re- 
ceive it in an honest and good heart, and keep it ; which also bear 
fruit with patience, and bring forth, some thirty-fold, some sixty, 
and some an hundred. 

And he said unto them, No man when he hath lighted a candle, 
covereth it with a vessel, or putteth it under a bushel, or under a 
bed ; but setteth it on a candlestick, that they which enter in 
may see the light. For there is nothing hid which shall not ba 
manifested : neither was anything kept secret, that shall not be 
known, and come abroad, If any man have ears to hear, let him 
hear, And he said unto them, Take heed therefore what and how 
he hear: with what measure ye mete, it shall be measured to 
you: and unto youthat hear shall more begiven, For whosoever 
hath, to him shall be given ; and whosoever hath not, from him 
shall be taken away even that which he seemeth to have,

Anoruer parable put he forth unto them, saying, The kingdom 
of heaven is likened unto a man which sowed good seed in his 
field : but while men slept, his enemy came and sowed tares among 
the wheat, and went his way.

Mk. 26 Ann he said, So is the kingdom of God, as if a man should 

27 cast seed into the ground ; and should sleep and rise night and 
day, and the seed should spring and grow up, he knoweth not 

28 how. For the earth bringeth forth fruit of herself, first the blade, 

29 then the ear, after that the full corn in the ear. But when the 
fruit is brought forth, immediately he putteth in the sickle, be- 
cause the harvest is come. 
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And he said, Whereunto shall we liken the kingdom of God? 
or with what comparison shall we compare it? MW, 31 Another 
parable put he forth unto them, saying, The kingdom of heaven 
is like to a grain of mustard seed, which a man took, and sowed 
in his field ; which indeed is the least of all seeds that be in the 
earth, But when it is sown, it groweth up, and when it is grown 
it is the greatest among herbs, und becometh a tree, and shooteth 
out great branches ; so that the birds of the air come and lodge in 
the branches thereof, under the shadow of it. Another parable 
spake he unto them; The kingdom of heaven is like unto leaven, 
which a woman took and hid in three measures of meal, till the 
whole was leavened. 

All these things spake Jesus unto the multitude in parables. 
And with many such parables spake he the word unto them, as 
they were able to hear it. But without a parable spake he not 
unto them. That it might be fulfilled which was spoken by the 
prophet, saying, I will open my mouth in parables ; I will utter 
things which have been kept secret from the foundation of the 
world. And when they were alone, he expounded all things to 
his disciples. Then Jesus sent the :nultitude away, and went into 
the house : and his disciples came unto him. 

[ After expluining the parable of the tares (verses 37-43) he continues 7] 

Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto treasure hid ina 
field ; the which when a man hath found, he hideth, and for joy 
thereof goeth and selleth all that he hath, and buyeth that field. 
Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto a merchant man, seek- 
ing goodly pearls: who, when he had found one pearl of great 
price, went and sold all that he had, and bought it. 

Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto a net, that was east 
into the sea, and gathered of every kind; which, when it was full, 
they drew to shore, and sit down, and gathered the good into ves- 
sels, but cast the bad away. So shall it be at the end of the 
world ; the angels shall come forth, and sever the wicked from 


among the just, and shall cast them into the furnace of fire : there 


shall be wailing and gnashing of teeth. 

Jesus saith unto them, Have ye understood all these things? 
They say unto him, Yea, Lord, Then said he unto them, There- 
fore every scribe which is instructed unto the kingdom of heaven, 
is like untoa man fhat is an householder, which bringeth forth out 
of his treasure things newandold. Anditcame to pass, that when 
Jesus had finished these parables, he departed thence,

How be it, Jesus suffered him not, but sent him away, saying, Re- 
turn to thine own house, and to thy friends, and tell them how 
great things God hath done for thee, and how the Lord hath had 
compassion on thee. And he departed, and went his way, and 
began to publish throughout the whole city, and in Decapolis, 
how great things Jesus had done for him ; and all men did marvel. 

And he entered into a ship, and when he was passed over again 
unto the other side, much people gathered unto him, and gladly 
received him, for they were all waiting for him ; and he was nigh 
unto the sea, , And he came into his own city.

And Jesus said unto them, Can 
ye make the children of the bride-chamber fact and mourn, while 
the bridegroom is with them? As long as they have the bride-

And when the 
woman saw that she was not hid, she came fearing and trembling, 
knowing what was done in her, and fell down before him, and told 
him all the truth ; and declared unto him before all the people, 
for what cause she had touched him, and how she was healed im- 
mediutely. And when he saw her, he said unto her, Daughter, be 
of good comfort, thy faith hath made thee whole; go in peace, 
and be whole of thy plague. And the woman was made whole 
from that hour, 

While he yet spake, there cometh one from the ruler of the 
synagogue’s house, saying to him, Thy daughter is dead: why 
troublest thou the Master any further? But as soon as Jesus 
heard the word that was spoken, he saith unto the ruler of the 
synagogue, Be not afraid, only believe, and she shall be made 
whole, And when Jesus came into the ruler’s house, he suffered 
no man to go in, save Peter, and James, and Jolin the brother of 
James, and the father and the mother of the maiden, And he 
seeth the tumult, the minstrels and people making a noise, and 
them that wept and wailed greatly, And when he was come in, 
he saith unto them, Why make ye this ado, and weep? Give 
place : for the damsel is not dead, but sleepeth, And they laughed 
him to scorn, knowing that she was dead. But, when he had put 
them all ont, he taketh the father and the mother of the damsel, 
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and thom that were with him, and entereth in where the damsel

29 this? They said unto him, Yea, Lord, Then touched he their 
30 eyes, saying, According to your faith be it unto you, And their 
eyes were opened, and Jesus straitly charged them, saying, See

M. i Awnp when he had called unto him his twelve disciples, he 
gave them power over unclean spirits, and authority over all 
devils, to cast them out, and to heal all manner of sickness and 

5 all manner of disease. These twelve, Jesus began to send forth 
by two and two, to preach the kingdom of God, and to heal the 
sick, And he commanded them, saying, Go not into the way of 
the Gentiles, and into any city of the Samaritans enter ye not. 

6, 7 But go rather to the lost sheep of the house of Israel. Andas ye 

8 go, preach, saying, The kingdom of heaven is at hand. Heal the 
sick, cleanse the lepers, raise the dead, cast out devils: freely ye

brass in your purses, and take nothing for your journey, save a 

10 staff only : no scrip, no bread, neither shoes, but be shod with 
sandals, neither have two coats apiece. For the workman is wor- 
thy of his meat. 

11 And into whatsoever city or town ye shall enter, inquire who in 
it is worthy : and whatsoever house ye enter into, there abide till 
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you depart from that place. And when ye come into an house, 
salute it ; and if the house be worthy, let your peace come upon 
it: but if it be not worthy, let your peace return to you. And 
whosoever shall not receive you, nor hear your words, when ye 
depart out of that house or city, shake off the very dust from un- 
der your feet for a testimony against them. Verily, I say unto 
you, It shall be more tolerable for the land of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah in the day of judgment, than for that city. 

Behold, I send you forth as sheep in the midst of wolves: be 
ye therefore wise as serpents, and harmlessas doves. But beware 
of men : for they will deliver you up to the councils, and they will 
scourge you in their synagogues ; and ye shall be brought before 
governors and kings for my sake, for a testimony against them 
and the Gentiles. But when they deliver you up, take no thought 
how or what ye shall speak : for it shall be given you in that same 
hour what ye shall speak. For it is not ye that speak, but the 
Spirit of your Father which speaketh in you. And the brother 
shall deliver up the brother to death, and the father the child : 
and the children shall rise up against their parents, and cause them 
to be put to death. And ye shall be hated of all men for my 
name’s sake: but he that endureth to the end shall be saved. 
But when they persecute you in this city, flee ye into another: 
for verily I say unto you, Ye shall not haye gone over the cities 
of Israel, till the Son of man be come,

. 24 Tur disciple is not above his master, nor the servant above 


his lord, It is enough for the disciple that he be as his master, 
and the servant as his lord : if they have called the master of the 
house Beelzebub, how much more shall they call them of his house- 
hold? Fear them not therefore : for there is nothing covered, 
that shall not be revealed; and hid, that shall not be known. 
What I tell you in darkness, that speak ye in light, and what ye 
hear in the ear, that preach ye upon the house-tops. And fear 
not them which will kill the body, but are not able to kill the 
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soul : but rather fear him which is able to destroy both soul and 
body in hell. Are not two sparrows sold for a farthing? and one 
of them shall not fall on the ground without your Father.

“ForI 
am come to set a man at variance against his father, and the 
daughter against her mother, and the daughter-in-law against her 
mother-in-law. And aman’s foes shall be they of his own house- 
hold. He that foveth father or mother more than me, is not wor- 
thy of me: and he that loveth son or daughter more than me, is 
not worthy of me. And he that taketh not his cross, and follow- 
eth after me, is not worthy of me. He that findeth his life shall 
lose it : and he that loseth his life for my sake, shall findit. He 
that receiveth you, receiveth me: and he that receiveth me, re- 
ceiveth him that sent me. He that receiveth a prophet in the 
name of a prophet, shall receive a prophet’s reward ; and. he that 
receiveth a righteous man in the name of a righteous man, shall 
receive a righteous man’s reward, And whosoever shall give to 
drink unto one of these little ones a cup of cold water only, in the 
name of a disciple, verily I say unto you he shall in no wise lose 
his reward.

Mk. 14 Ann at that time king Herod, the tetrarch, heard of the 


fame of Jesus, and of all that was done by him ; (for his name was

_ Spread abroad. ) And he was perplexed, because that it was said 
“of some, that John the Baptist was risen from the dead, and there- 
fore mighty works do shew forth themselves in him. Others said, 

that Elias had appeared ; and others, that it is a prophet, or that 


16 one of the old prophets was risen again, But when Herod heard, 
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he said unto his servants, John have I beheaded : but whois this, 
of whom I hear such things? This is John the Baptist ; he is 
risen from the dead ; and therefore mighty works do shew forth 
themselves in him. And he desired to see him. 

- And when a convenient day was come, that Herod on his birth- 
day made a supper to his lords, high captains, and chief estates of 
Galilee, and when the daughter of Herodias came in, and danced 
before them, and pleased Herod, and them that sat with him, the 
king said unto the damsel, Ask of me whatsoever thou wilt, and I 
will give it thee. And he sware unto her, Whatsoever thou shalt 
ask of me I will give it thee, unto the half of my kingdom. And 
she went forth, and said unto her mother, What shall I ask? And 
she said, The head of John the Baptist. And she being instructed 
of her mother came in straightway with haste unto the king, and 
asked, saying, I will that thou give me here, by and by, ina 
charger, the head of John the Baptist. And the king was exceed- 
ing sorry ; ye for his oath’s sake, and for their sakes which sat 
with him at meat, he would not reject her, And immediately the 
king sent an executioner, and commanded his head to be brought, 
and to be given her, And he went and beheaded John in the. 
prison ; and brought his head in a charger, and gave it to the 
dameel ; and the damsel brought it and gave it to her mother.

35 And when the day was now far spent, when it was evening, 
; the twelve disciples came to him, and said, This is a desert place, 
36 and the time is now far past ; send the multitude away, that they 
may go into the towns and country round about, and lodge, and 
387 buy themselves victuals ; for they have nothing to eat. But Jesus 
answered, and said unto them, They need not depart, give ye 
them to eat. J. 5 And he saith unto Philip, Whence shall we 
6 buy bread that these may eat? (And this he said to prove him; 
7 for he himself knew what he would do.) Philip answered him, 
Two hundred penny-worth of bread is not sufficient for them, that 
every one may take a little. Mik, 37 And they say unto him, 
Shall we go and buy two hundred penny-worth of bread, and give 
38 them to eat? He saith unto them, How many loaves have ye? go 
and see, J. 8 And then they knew, one of his disciples, Andrew, 
9 Simon Peter’s brother, saith unto him, There is a lad here which 
hath five barley loaves, and two small fishes ; but what are they 
among so many? We have no more ; except we should go and 
buy meat for all this people. He said, Bring them hither to me. 
Mk. 39 Now there was much grass in the place. And he com- 
manded them to make all sit down by companies on the green 
40 grass, And they did so, and sat down in ranks, by hundreds and 
by fifties in a company, Wu, 16 Then he took the five loaves, and 
the two fishes, and looking up to heaven, he blessed them ; and 
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when he had given thanks he brake the loaves, and gave them to 
his disciples to set before the multitude ; and likewise the two 
fishes he divided among them all, And the disciples distributed 
to the multitude that were set down, as much as they would, 
And they did all eat, and were all filled. J, 12 When they were 
filled, he said unto his disciples, Gather up the fragments that 
remain, that nothing be lost. Therefore they gathered them to- 
gether, and filled twelve baskets with the fragments of the five 
barley loaves and of the fishes, which remained over and above 
unto them that had eaten, And they that had eaten were about 
five thousand men, beside women and children. Then those men, 
when they had seen the miracle that Jesus did, said, This is of a 
truth that Prophet that should come into the world. 


Mk. 45 And straightway Jesus constrained his disciples to get into

while he sent the multitudes away. And when he had sent the 
multitudes away, when Jesus therefore perceived that they would

Marruew 14; 24-36, Mark 6:47-56. Joun 6 : 16-21, 


J. 16 Anp when even was come, his disciples went down unto the 
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sea, and entered into a ship, and went over the sea toward Caper- 
naum, And it was now dark, and the ship was in the midst of 
the sea, and Jesus alone on the land was not come to them, And 
the sea arose by reason of a great wind that blew. kk. 48 And 
he saw them toiling in rowing ; for the wind was contrary unto 
them ; and the ship was now in the midst of the sea tossed with 
waves, 

And about the fourth watch of the night, when they had rowed 
about five and twenty or thirty furlongs, Jesus cometh unto them, 
walking upon the sea, and would have passed by them. But when 
the disciples saw him walking on the sea, and drawing nigh unto 
the ship, they supposed it had been a spirit, and cried out for 
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50 fear. (For they all saw him and were troubled.) And immediately 
he talked with them, and saith unto them, Be of good cheer ; it 
is I; be not afraid. WH, 28 And Peter answered him and said, 

29 Lord, if it be thou, bid me come to thee on the water. And he 
said, Come. And when Peter was come down out of the ship, ho 

30 walked on the water, to go to Jesus. But when he saw the wind 
boisterous, he was afraid ; and beginning to sink, he cricd, say- 

31 ing, Lord, save me. And immediately Jesus stretched forth his 
hand, and caught him, and said unto him, O thou of little faith, 
wherefore didst thou doubt? Then he went up unto them into 

32 the ship, and they willingly received him. And when they were 
come into the ship, the wind ceased ; and immediately the ship 

33 was at the land, whither they went. Then they that were in the 
ship were sore amazed in themselves beyond measure, and won- 
dered. For they considered not the miracle of the loaves ; for their 
heart was hardened. And they came and worshipped him, say- 
ing, Of a truth thou art the Son of God. 

Mk. 53 And when they had passed over, they came into the land of 

54 Gennesaret, and drew to the shore. And when they were come 
out of the ship, and when the men of that place had knowledge 

55 of him, straightway they sent out into all the country round about, 
and began to carry about in beds those that were sick, where they 

56 heard he was: and brought unto him all that were diseased. And 
whithersoever he entered, into villages, or cities, or country, they 
laid the sick in the streets, and besought him that they might 
touch, if it were but the border of his garment ; and as many as 
touched him were made perfectly whole.

22 Tuer day following, when the people which stood on the other 
side of the sea saw that there was none other boat there, save that

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away alone (howbeit there came other boats from Tiberias nigh 
unto the place where they did eat bread, after that the Lord had 
given thanks) : when the people therefore saw that Jesus was not 
there, neither his disciples, they also took shipping, and came to 
Capernaum, seeking for Jesus.

Oar fathers did eat manna in the desert ; as it is written, He gave 
them bread from heaven to eat. Then Jésus said unto them, 
Verily, verily, | say unto you, Moses gave you not that bread from 
heaven ; but my Father giveth you the true bread from heaven. 
For the bread of God is he which cometh down from heaven, and 
giveth life unto the world. Then said they unto him, Lord, ever- 
more give us this bread.

Iam that bread 
of life, Your fathers did eat manna in the wilderness, and are 
dead, This is the bread which cometh down from heayen, that a 
man may eat thereof, and not die. I am the living bread which 
came down from heaven: if any man eat of this bread, he shall 
live for ever. And the bread that I will give is my flesh, which I 
will give for the life of the world, 

The Jews therefore strove among themselves, saying, How can 
this man give us his flesh to eat? Then Jesus said unto them, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, Except ye eat the flesh of the Son of 
man, and drink his blood, ye have no life in you. Whoso eateth 
my flesh, and drinketh my blood, hath eternal life; and I will 
raise him up at the last day, For my flesh is meat indeed, and 


_my blood is drink indeed, Hethat eateth my flesh, and drinketh 


my blood, dwelleth in me, and I in him, As the living Father 
hath sent me, and I live by the Father: so he that eateth me, 
even he shall live by me, This is that bread which came down 
from heaven : not as your fathers did eat manna, and are dead : 
he that eateth of this bread shall live for ever. 

These things said he in the synagogue, as he taught in Caper- 
naum. Many therefore of his disciples, when they had heard this, 
said, This is an hard saying ; whocanhearit? When Jesus knew 
in himself that his disciples murmured at it, he said unto them, 


” 
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Doth this offend you? What and if ye shall see the Son of man 
ascend up where he was before? It is the spirit that quickeneth ; 
the flesh profiteth nothing : the words that I speak unto you, they 
are spirit, and ¢hey are life. But there are some of you that be- 
lieve not, For Jesus knew from the beginning who they were 
that believed not, and who should betray him. And he said, 
Therefore said I unto you, that no man can come unto me, except 
it were given unto him of my Father. 

From that time many of his disciples went back, and walked no 
more with him. Then said Jesus unto the twelve, Will ye also 
go away? Then Simon Peter answered him, Lord, to whom shall 
we go? thou hast the words of eternal life. And we believe, and 
are sure that thou art that Christ, the Son of the living God. Je- 
sus answered them, Have not I chosen you twelve, and one of you 
is a devil? He spake of Judas Iscariot the son of Simon: for he 
it was that should betray him, being one of the twelve, 

After these things Jesus walked in Galilee : for he would not 
walk in Jewry, because the Jews sought to kill him.

Mk, 1 Turn came together unto him the Pharisees, and certain of

the scribes, which came from Jerusalem. And when they saw 
some of his disciples eat bread with defiled, that is to say, with 
unwashen hands, they found fault. For the Pharisees, and all 
the Jews, except they wash their hands oft, eat not, holding the 
tradition of the elders. And when they come from the market, ex- 
cept they wash, they eat not. And many other things there be, 
which they have received to hold, as the washing of cups, and 
pots, and of brazen vessels, and tables. 

Then the Pharisees and scribes asked him, Why walk not thy 
disciples according to, but transgress, the tradition of the elders? 
for they wash not their hands when they eat bread. I, 3 But 
he answered and said unto them, Why do ye also transgress the

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commandment of God by your tradition? Mik. 8 For, laying 
aside the commandments of God, ye hold the tradition of men, as 
the washing of pots and cups: and many other such like things 
ye do, And he said unto them, Full well ye reject the command- 
ment of God, that ye may keep your own tradition. J®, 4 For 
God commanded by Moses, saying, Honour thy father and thy 
mother : and, He that curseth father or mother, let him die the 
death. But ye say, Whosoever shall say to his father or mother, 
it is Corban, that is to say, a gift, by whatsoever thou mightest 
be profited by me ; and honour not his father or his mother, he 
shall be free. Mik, 12 And ye suffer him no more to do aught for 
his father or his mother ; making the word of God of none effect 
by your tradition, which ye have delivered : and many such like 
things do ye. WH. 7 Ye hypocrites, well hath Esaias prophesied 
of you, saying, as it is written, This people draweth nigh unto me 
with their mouth, and honoureth me with their lips, but their 
heart is far from me, Howbeit, in vain do they worship me, 
teaching for doctrines the commandments of men, 


Mk. 14 And when he had called all the people, he said unto them,

Hearken unto me every one of you, and understand: There is 
nothing from without a man, that, entering into him can defile 
him. Not that which goeth into the mouth defileth a man ; but 
the things which come out of him : that which cometh out of the 
mouth, this defileth a man, If any man have earsto hear, let him 
hear. 

And when he was entered into the house from the people, then 
came his disciples, and said unto him, Wf, 12 Knowest thou that 
the Pharisces were offended, after they heard this saying? But 
he answered and said, Every plant, which my heavenly Father 
hath not planted, shall be rooted up. Let them alone: they be 
blind leaders of the blind. And if the blind Jead the blind, both 
shall fall into the ditch. Then his disciples asked him concerning 
the parable ; and Peter said unto him, Declare unto us this para- 
ble. And Jesus said unto them, Are ye also yet without under- 
standing? Wk. 18 Do ye not perceive, that whatsoever thing 
from without entereth at the mouth into the man, it cannot defile 
him ; because it entereth not into his heart, but into the belly, 
and is cast out into the draught, purging all meats? And he said, 
That which cometh out of the man, that defileth the man : for 
those things which proceed out of the mouth come forth from the 
heart ; and they defile the man, For from within, out of the 
heart of men, proceed evil thoughts, murders, adulteries, fornica- 
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tions, thefts, covetousness, wickedness, deceit, lasciviousness, an 
evil eye, false witness, blasphemies, pride, foolishness. All these 
evil things come from within, and these are the things which defile 
aman: but to eat with unwashen hands defileth not a man,

or coasts of Tyre and Sidon ; and entered into an house, and 
would have no man know if; but he could not be hid. For be- 
hold, a woman of Canaan, out of the same coasts, whose young 
daughter had an unclean spirit, heard of him, and came, and fell 
at his feet: and cried unto him, saying, Have mercy on me, O 
Lord, thou Son of David ; my daughter is grievously vexed with a 
devil, (The woman was a Greek, aSyrophenician by nation,) and 
she besought him that he would cast forth the devil out of her 
daughter. JW, 23 But he answered her notaword. And his dis- 
ciples came and besought him, saying, Send her away ; for she 
crieth after us. But he answered and said, I am not sent but unto 
the lost sheep of the house of Israel. Then came she and wor- 
shipped him, saying, Lord, help me. But Jesus answered and 
said unto her, Let the children first be filled ; for it is not meet to 
take the children’s bread, and to cast it unto the dogs. And she 
answered and said unto him, Truth, Lord, yet the dogs under 
the table eat of the children’s crumbs, which fall from their mas- 
ter’s table. Then Jesus answered and said unto her, O woman, 
great is thy faith: for this saying, be it unto thee even as thou 
wilt. Go thy way: the devil is gone out of thy daughter. 
And her daughter was made whole from that very honr, MH, 30 
And when she was come to her house, she found the devil gone 
out, and her daughter laid upon the bed. 

And again, departing from the coasts of Tyre and Sidon, he 
came unto the sea of Galilee, through the midst of the coasts of 
Decapolis, And they bring unto him one that was deaf, and had 
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an impediment in his speech ; and they beseech him to put his 
33 hand upon him, And he took him aside from the multitude, and 
put his fingers into his ears, and he spit, and touched his tongue ; 
34 and looking up to heaven, he sighed, and saith unto him, Eph- 
35 phatha, that is, Be opened. And straightway his ears were 
opened, and the string of his tongue was loosed, and he spake 
36 plain. And he charged them that they should tell no man: but 
the more he charged them, so much the more a great deal they 
37 published it; and were beyond measure astonished, saying, He 
hath done all things well : he maketh both the deaf to hear, and 
the dumb to speak.

M. 29,30 Awnp he went up intoa mountain, and satdown there, And 
great multitudes came unto him, having with them those that were 
lame, blind, dumb, maimed, and many others, and cast them 

31 down at Jesus’ feet; and he healed them ; insomuch that the 
multitude wondered, when they saw the dumb to speak, the 
maimed to be whole, the Jame to walk, and the blind to see : and 
they glorified the God of Israel. 

Mk, 1 In those days the multitude being very great, and having 
nothing to eat, Jesus called his disciples unto him, and saith unto 

2 them, I have compassion on the multitude, because they have now 
3 been with me three days, and have nothing to eat ; and I will not 
send them away fasting to their own houses, lest they faint in the 
4 way : for divers of them came from far. And his disciples an- 
swered, and say unto him, From whence should we have somuch 
bread here in the wilderness, as to satisfy so great a multitude ? 
5 And Jesus asked them, How many loaves have ye? And they 
6 said, Seven, and a few little fishes, And hecommanded the peo- 
ple to sit down onthe ground, And he took the seven loaves, and 
gave thanks, and brake them, and gave to his disciples to set be- 
7 fore them; and they did set ‘hem before the people. And they 
had a few small fishes: and he blessed, and commanded to set 
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them also before them: so they did all eat, and were filled ; and 
they took up of the broken meat that was left, seven baskets full. 
Mf. 38 And they that did eat were four thousand men, beside 
women and children. 

And he sent away the multitude ; and straightway he entered 
into a ship with his disciples, and came into the coasts of Mag- 
dala, into the parts of Dalmanutha,

. 1 Tus Pharisees also with the Sadducees came forth, and began

He answered and said unto them, 
When it is evening, ye say, It will be fair weather, for the sky is 
red ; and in the morning, Jt will be foul weather to-day, for the 
sky is red and lowering. O ye hypocrites, ye can discern the face 
of the sky; but can ye not discern the signs of the times?

Which 
when Jesus perceived, he said unto them, O ye of little faith; why 
reason ye among yourselves, because ye have brought no bread ? 
Perceive ye not yet, neither understand? Have ye your heart yet 
hardened? Having eyes, see ye not? And having ears, hear ye 
not? Anddo ye not remember? When Lbrake tha five loaves 
among the five thousand, how many baskets full of fragments took

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yeup? They say unto him, Twelve. And when the seven loaves 
among the four thousand, how many baskets full of fragments took 
yeup? And they said, Seven. JW, 11 And he said unto them, 
How is it that ye do not understand that I spake id not to you 
concerning bread, that ye should beware of the leayen of the 
Pharisees and of the Sadducces? Then understood they how that 
he bade them not beware of the leaven of bread, but of the doctrine 
of the Pharisees and of the Sadducees.

Then 
Peter took him, and began to rebuke him, saying, Be it far from 
thee, Lord ; this shall not be unto thee. MWK. 33 But when he 
had turned about, and Jooked on his disciples, he rebuked Peter, 
saying, Get thee behind me, Satan: thou art un offence unto me: 
for thou savourest not the things that be of God, but the things 
that be of men. 

And when he had called the people unto him, with his disciples 
also, he said unto them all, If any man will come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his cross daily, and follow me. For 
whosoever will save his life shall lose it : but whosoever will lose 
his life for my sake and the gospel’s, the same shall save it. For 
what shall it profit a man, if he shall gain the whole world, and 
lose his own soul, or be cast away?

Whosoever therefore shall be ashamed 
of me and of my words in this adulterous and sinful generation, 
of him also shall the Son of man be ashamed, when he shall come 
in his own glory, and in his Father's, and of the holy angels. 

27 For the Son of man shall come in the glory of his Father, 
with his angels ; and then he shall reward every man according to 
his works. And he said unto them, Verily, I say unto you, That 
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there be some of them that stand here, which shall not taste of 
death, till they see the kingdom of God come with power, the Son 
of man coming in his kingdom,

L. 28 Anp it came to pass after six days, or, about an eight days after 
these sayings, Jesus taketh Peter, and James, and John his 
brother, and leadeth them up into an high mountain apart by 

29 themselves, to pray. And as he prayed, he was transfigured be- 
fore them, and the fashion of his countenance was altered, and 
his face did shine as the sun, and his raiment became shining, ex- 
ceeding white as snow, or as the light: so as no fuller on earth 

30 can white them. And, behold, there talked with him two men, 

31 which were Moses and Elias ; who appeared in glory, and spake 

32 of his decease which he should accomplish at Jerusalem. But 
Peter and they that were with him were heavy with sleep: and 
when they were awake, they saw his glory, and the two men that

thou wilt, let us make here three tabernacles ; one for thee, and 
one for Moses, and one for Elias ; not knowing whathe said. For 

84 he wist not what to say : for they were sore afraid. While yet he 
thus spake, behold, there came a bright cloud that overshadowed 

35 them ; and they feared as they entered into the cloud. And, be- 
hold, there came a voice out of the cloud, which said, This is my 
beloved Son, in whom Iam well pleased ; hearyehim. MW, 6 And 
when the disciples heard if, they fell on their face, and were sore 

- % afraid. And when the voice was past, Jesus came and touched 

8 them, and said, Arise, and be not afraid. And suddenly, when 
they had lifted up their eyes and had looked round about, they 
saw no man any more, save Jesus only with themselves. 

9 And as they came down from the mountain, Jesus charged them 
that they should tell no man what things they had seen, till the 
Son of man were risen againfrom the dead. Mik, 10 And they. 
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kept that saying with themselves, questioning one with another 
what the rising from the dead should mean, And they told no 
man in those days any of those things which they had seen. 

And his disciples asked him, saying, Why then say the scribes, 
that Elias must first come? And he answered, and told them, 
Elias truly cometh first, and restoreth all things. But I say unto 
you, that Elias is indeed come already, and they knew him not, 
but have done unto him whatsoever they listed, as it is written of 
him : Wi. 12 likewise also it is written of the Son of man that he 
must suffer many things of them, and be set at nought. Then the 
disciples understood that he spake unto them of John the Baptist.

Mik, 14 And 
when he came to his disciples, he saw a great multitude about 
them, and the scribes questioning with them, And straightway 
all the people, when they beheld him, were greatly amazed, and 
running to him saluted him, And he asked the scribes, What 
question ye with them? And, behold, aman of the company came 
to him, and kneeling down, cried out, saying, Master, I have 
brought unto thee my son, I beseech thee, look upon and have 
mercy on him ; for he is mine only child. For heisalunatic, and 
sore vexed, and hath a dumb spirit. And, lo, the spirit taketh 
him, and he suddenly crieth out; and wheresoever he taketh 
him, he teareth him, that he foameth again and gnasheth with 
his teeth and pineth away ; and bruising him, hardly departeth 
ftom him, And I brought him to thy disciples, and besonght them 
to cast him out, and they could not cure him, Then Jesus an- 
swered and said, O faithless and perverse generation, how long 
shall I be with you? how long shall I suffer you? Bring thy son 
hither unto me, 

And they brought him unto him, And as he was yet a coming, 
when he saw him, straightway the devil threw him down, and tare 
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21 him, and he fell on the ground, and wallowed, foaming. And he 
asked his father, How long is it ago since this came unto him ? And 

22 he said, Of a child. And often times it hath cast him into the fire 
and into the waters to destroy him: and if thou canst do any 

23 thing, have compassion on us, and help us. Jesus said unto him, 
lf thou canst believe, all things are possible to him that believeth. 

24 And straightway the father of the child cried out, and said with 

25 tears, Lord, I believe ; help thou mine unbelief. When Jesus 
saw that the people came running together, he rebuked the un- 
clean spirit, saying unto him, Thow dumb and deaf spirit, I charge

Mik, 33 And being in 
the house, he asked them, What was it that ye disputed among 
yourselves by the way? But they held their peace : for by the 
way they had disputed among themselves, which of them shonld 
be greatest. 

And Jesus, perceiving the thought of their heart, sat down, and 
called the twelve, and saith unto them, If any man desire to be 
first, the same shall be last of all, and servant of all. 


. 2 And he called a little child unto him, and took and set him in 


the midst of them, end said, Verily I say unto you, Except ye be 
converted, and become as little children, ye shall not enter into 
the kingdom of heaven. Whosoever therefore shall humble him- 
self as this little child, the same is greatest in the kingdom of 
heaven. And when he had taken him in his arms, he said unto 
them, Whoso shall receive-one such little child in my name, re- 
ceiveth me: and whosoever shall receivo me, receiveth not me, but

water to drink, in my name, because ye belong to Christ, verily I 
say unto you, he shall not lose his reward. But whosoever shall 
offend one of these little ones that believe in me, it were better 
for him that a millstone were hanged about his neck, and he were 
cast into and drowned in the depth of the sea. JW. 7 Woe unto 
the world because of offences ! for it must needs be that offences 
come: but woe to that man by whom the offence cometh ! 
Mik. 43 Wherefore if thy hand offend thee, cut it off, and cast it 
from thee: it is better for thee to enter into life maimed, than 
having two hands to go into hell, to be cast into the fire that 
neyer shall be quenched : where their worm dieth not, and the fire 
is not quenched. And if thy foot offend thee, cut it off, and 
cast it from thee : it is better for thee to enter halt into life, than 
having two feet to be cast into hell, into everlasting fire : where 
their worm dieth not, and the fire is not quenched. And if thine 
eye offend thee, pluck it out, and cast if from thee: it is better 
for thee to enter into the kingdom of God, into life, with one eye, 
than having two eyes to be cast into hell-fire : where their worm 
dieth not, and the fire is not quenched. For every one shall be 
salted with fire, and every sacrifice shall besalted with salt. Salt 
is good: but if the salt have lost his saltness, wherewith will ye 
season it? Have salt in yourselves, and have peace one with an- 
other.

Capernaum, 
Marruew 18 : 10-20. 


Taxes heed that ye despise not one of these little ones : for I say 
unto you, That in heaven their angels do always behold the face 
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of my Father which is in heaven, For the Son of man is come to 
save that which was lost. How think ye? if a man have an hun- 
dred sheep, and one of them be gone astray, doth he not leave the 
ninety and nine, and goeth into the mountains, and seeketh that 
which is gone astray? And if so be that he find it, verily I say 
unto you, he rejoiceth more of that sheep, than of the ninety and 
nine which went not astray. Even so it is not the will of your 
Father which is in heaven, that one of these little ones should 
perish. 

Moreover if thy brother shall trespass against thee, go and tell 
him his fault between thee and him alone: if he shall hear thee, 
thou hast gained thy brother. But if he will not hear thee, then 
take with thee one or two more, that in the mouth of two or three 
witnesses every word may be established. Andif he shall neglect 
to hear them, tell it unto the church : but if he neglect to hear the 
church, let him be unto thee as an heathen man and a publican, 
Verily, I say unto you, Whatsoever ye shall bind on earth, shall 
be bound in heaven : and whatsoever ye shall loose on earth, shall 
be loosed in heaven, 

Again I say unto you, That if two of you shall agree on earth, 
as touching any thing that they shall ask, it shall be done for them 
of my Father which is in heaven, For where two or three are 
gathered together in my name, there am J in the midst of them. 


Section 81. 


How to forgive. The Unmerciful Servant. 
Capernaun., 
Marranw 18): 91-35-19) 21: 


THEN came Peter to him, and said, Lord, how oft shall my 
brother sin against me, and I forgive him? till seven times? Je- 
sus saith unto him, I say not unto thee, Until seven times : but, 
Until seventy times seven. Therefore is the kingdom of heaven 
likened unto a certain king, which would take account of his ser- 
vants. And when he had begun to reckon, one was brought unto 
him, which owed him ten thousand talents. But forasmuch as he 
had not to pay, his lord commanded him to be sold, and his wife 
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26 and children, and all that he had, and payment to be made, The 
servant therefore fell down, and worshipped him, saying, Lord, 
27 have patience with me, and I will pay thee all. Then the lord of 
that servant was moved with compassion, and loosed him, and 
28 forgave him the debt. But the same servant went out, and found 
one of his fellow-servants, which owed him an hundred pence : 
and he laid hands on him, and took him by the throat, saying, 
29 Pay me that thou owest. And his fellow-servant fell down at his 
feet, and besought him, saying, Have patience with me, and I will 
30 pay thee all. And he would not: bat went and cast him into 
31 prison, till he should pay the debt. So when his fellow-servants 
saw what was done, they were very sorry, and came and told unto 
32 their lord all that was done. Then his lord, after that he had 
called him, said unto him, O thou wicked servant, I forgave thee 
33 all that debt, because thou desiredst me: shouldest not thou also 
have had compassion on thy fellow-servant, even as I had pity on 
34 thee? And his lord was wroth, and delivered him to the tormen- 
35 tors, till he should pay all that was due unto him. So likewise 
shall my heavenly Father do also unto you, if ye from your hearts 
forgive not every one his brother their trespasses. 
1 And it came to pass that when Jesus had finished these sayings, 
he departed from Galilee,

Instructing and sending out the Seventy. 
Cupernaum. 
Luxe 10 : 1-16, 


1 Arver these things, the Lord appointed other seventy also, and 

sent them two and two before his face into every city, and place, 
2 whither he himself would come, Therefore said he unto them, 
The harvest truly is great, but the labourers «re few : pray ye 

therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he would send forth la- 
3 bourers into his harvest. Go your ways: behold, Isend you forth 
4 as lambs among wolves. Carry neither purse, nor scrip, nor 
5 shoes: and salute no man by the way. And into whatsoever 
6 house ye enter, first say, Peace be to this house, And if the son

of peace be there, your peace shall rest upon it: if not, if shall 
7 turn to you again, And in the same-house remain, eating and 
drinking such things as they give: for the labourer is worthy of 
his hire, Go not from house to house, 
8 And into whatsoever city ye enter, and they receive you, eat 
9 such things as are set before you. And heal the sick that are 
therein, and say unto them, The kingdom of God is come nigh 
10 unto you. But into whatsoever cily ye enter, and they receive 
you not, go your ways out into the streets of the same, and say, 
11 Even the very dust of your city which cleaveth on us, we do wipe 
off against you : notwithstanding, be ye sure of this, that the 
12 kingdom of God is come nigh unto you. ButIsay unto you, that 
it shall be more tolerable in that day for Sodom than for that city. 
13. Woe unto thee, Chorazin! woe unto thee, Bethsaida! for if the 
mighty works had been done in Tyre and Sidon, which have been 
done in you, they had a great while ago repented, sitting in sack- 
14 cloth and ashes. Butitshall be more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon 
15 at the judgment, than for you. And thon, Capernaum, which art 
16 exalted to heaven, shalt be thrust down to hell, He that heareth 
you, heareth me ; and he that despiseth you, despiseth me ; and 
he that despiseth me, despiseth him that sent me. 


Section 88. 


Final Departure from Galilee. Not received by Samaritans. 
Ten Lepers. 


Luxe 9 : 51-56; 17 :11-19. Joun7 : 2-10. 


J. 2,3 Now the Jews’ feast of tabernacles was at hand. His brethren 
therefore said unto him, Depart hence, and go into Judea, that 
4 thy disciples also may see the works that thou doest. For there is 
no man /hat doeth any thing in secret, and hoe himself seeketh to 
be known openly, If thou do these things, shew thyself to the 
5,6 world, For neither did his brethren belicve in him. Then Jesus 
said unto them, My time is not yet come: but your timo is alway 

7 ready. The world cannot hate you ; but me it hateth, because I 
8 testify of it, that the works thereof are evil, Go ye up unto this 
feast : I go not up yet unto this feast ; for my time is not yet full 

9 come. When he had said these words unto them, he abode still 
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in Galilee, But when his brethren were gone up, then went he 
also up unto the feast, not openly, but as it were in secret, 

51 And it came to pass, when the time was come that he should 
be received up, he steadfastly set his face to go to Jerusalem, and 
sent messengers before his face: and they went and entered into 
a village of the Samaritans, to make ready for him, And they did 
not receive him, because his face was as though he would go to 
Jerusalem, And when his disciples James and John saw this, they 
said, Lord, wilt thou that we command fire to come down from 
heaven, and consume them, even as Elias did? But he turned, 
and rebuked them, and said, Ye know not what manner of spirit 
ye are of. For the Son of man is not come to destroy men’s lives, 
but to save them, And they went to another village. 

And it came to pass, as he went to Jerusalem, that he passed 
through the midst of Samaria and Galilee, And as he entered 
into a certain village, there met him ten men that were lepers, 
which stood afar off: and they lifted up their voices, and said, 
Jesus, Master, have mercy on us, And when he saw them, he said 
unto them, Go shew yourselves unto the priests. And it came to 
pass, that, as they went, they were cleansed. And one of them, 
when he saw that he was healed, turned back, and with a loud 
voice glorified God, and fell down on his face at his feet, giving 
him thanks : and he wasa Samaritan, And Jesus answering, said, 
Were there not ten cleansed? but where arethe nine? There are 
not found that returned to give glory to God, save this stranger. 
And he said unto him, Arise, go thy way: thy faith hath made 
thee whole. 


Section 84. 
At the Feast of Tabernacles. Officers sent to take Him. 
The Temple. 
JoHN 7 : 11-36. 


Turn the Jews sought him at ihe feast, and said, Where is he? 
And there was much murmuring among the people concerning 
him : for some said, He is a good man: others said, Nay ; but he 
deceiveth the people. Howbeit, no man spake openly of him, for 
fear of the Jews, 
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Now about the midst of the feast, Jesus went up into the temple 
and taught. And the Jews marvelled, saying, How knoweth this 
man letters, having never learned? Jesus answered them, and 
said, My doctrine is not mine, but his that sent me, If any man 
will do his will, he shall know of the doctrine, whether it be of 
God, or whether I speak of myself. He that speaketh of himself, 
seeketh his own glory: but he that seeketh his glory that sent 
him, the same is true, and no unrighteousness is in him, Did 
not Moses give you the law, and yet none of you keepeth the law ? 
Why go ye about to kill me? The people answered and said, 
Thou has a devil : who goeth about to kill thee? Jesus answered 
and said unto them, I have done one work, and ye all marvel. 
Moses therefore gave unto you circumcision, (not because it is of 
Moses, but of the fathers ;) and ye on the sabbath-day circumcise 
aman. Ifaman on the sabbath day receive circumcision, that 
the law of Moses should not be broken ; are ye angry at me, be- 
cause I have made a man every whit whole on the sabbath-day ? 
Judge not according to the appearance, but judge righteous jadg- 
ment, 

Then said some of them of Jerusalem, Is not this he whom they 
seek to kill? But lo, he speaketh boldly, and they say nothing 
unto him. Do the rulers know indeed that this is the very Christ ? 
Howbeit, we know this man, whence he is: but when Christ 
cometh, no man knoweth whence he is. Then cried Jesus in the 
temple, as he taught, saying, Ye both know me, and ye know 
whence I am: and Iam not come of myself, but he that sent me 
is true, whom ye knownot, ButI knowhim ; for Iam from him, 
and he hath sent me. 

Then they sought to take him : but no man laid hands on him, 
because his hour was not yet come. And many of the people be- 
lieved on him, and said, When Christ cometh, will he do more 
miracles than these which this man hath done? The Pharisees 
heard that the people murmured such things concerning him: 
and the Pharisees and the chief priests sent officers to take him. 

Then said Jesus unto them, Yet a little while am I with you, 
and then Igo unto him that sent me. Ye shall seek me, and shall 
not find me: and where Lam, thither ye cannot come. Then said 
the Jews among themselves, Whither will he go, that we shall not 
find him? will he go unto the dispersed among the Gentiles, and 
teach the Gentiles? What manner of saying is this that he said, 
Ye shall seek me, and shall not find me; and where I am, thither 
ye cannot come? 
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Section 85. 
The Invitation on the Great Feast-Day. Officers Return. 
The Temple. 
Joun 7 : 37-53. 

Ty the last day, that great day of the feast, Jesus stood and cried, 
saying, If any man thirst, Jet him come.unto me, and drink. He 
that believeth on me, as the scripture hath said, out of his belly 
shall flow rivers of living water. (But this spake he of the Spirit, 
which they that believe on him should receive, for the Holy 
Ghost was not yet given, because that Jesus was not yet glorified.) 

Many of the people therefore, when they heard this saying, said, 
Of a truth this is the Prophet. Others said, This is the Christ. 
But some said, Shall Christ come out of Galilee? Hath not the 
scripture said, That Christ cometh of the seed of David, end ont 
ot the town of Bethlehem, where David was? So there was a di- 
vision among the people because of him. And some of them 
would have taken him ; but no man laid hands on him, 

Then came the officers to the chief priests and Pharisees ; and 
they said unto them, Why have ye not brought him? The offi- 
cers answered, Never man spake like this man. Then answered 
them the Pharisees, Are ye also deceived? Have any of the rulers, 
or of the Pharisees believed on him? But this people who know- 
eth not the law are cursed. Nicodemus saith unto them (he that 
cume to Jesus by night, being one of them), Doth our law judge 
any man before it hear him, and know what he doeth? They 
answered and said unto him, Art thou also of Galilee? Search, 
and look : for out of Galilee ariseth no prophet, And every man 
went unto his own house, 


Section 86. 
The Woman and her Accusers. The Light of the World. 
The Temple. 
Joun 8 : 1-20. 


2 Jesus went unto the mount of Olives: and early in the morn- 
ing he came again into the temple, and all the people came unto 
him ; and he sat down and taught them, 
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And the scribes and Pharisees brought unto hima woman taken 
in adultery : and when they had set her in the midst, they say 
unto him, Master, this woman was taken in adultery, in the very 
act. Now Moses in the law commanded us, that such should be 
stoned : but what sayest thou? This they said, tempting him, 
that they might have to accuse him. But Jesus stooped down, - 
and with his finger wrote on the ground, as though he heard them 
not. So when they continued asking him, he lifted up himself, 
and said unto them, He that is without sin among you, let him 
first cast a stone at her. And again he stooped down, and wrote 
on the ground, And they which heard it, being convicted by their 
own conscience, went out one by one, beginning at the eldest, even 
unto the last : and Jesus was left alone, and the woman standing 
in the midst. When Jesus had lifted up himself, and saw none 
but the woman, he said unto her, Woman, where are those thine 
accusers? hath no man condemned thee? She saith, No man, 
Lord. And Jesus said unto her, Neither do I condemn thee: 
go, and sin no more. 

Then spake Jesus again unto them, saying, I am the light of 
the world: he that followeth me shall not walk in darkness, but 
shall have the light of life. The Pharisees therefore said unto 
him, Thou bearest record of thyself ; thy record is not true. Je- 
sus answered and said unto them, Though I bear record of my- 
self, yet my record is true: for I know whence I came, and 
whither I go: but ye cannot tell whence I come, and whither I 
16 go. Ye judge after the flesh, I judge no man. And yet if I 
judge, my judgment is true: for I am not alone, but I and the 
Father that sent me. It is also written in your law, that the tes- 
timony of two men is true. I am one that bear witness of my- 
self ; and the Father that sent me, beareth witness of me, Then 
said they unto him, Where is thy Father? Jesus answered, Ye 
neither know me, nor my Father : if ye had known me, ye should 
have known my Father also. 

These words spake Jesus in the treasury, as he taught in the 
temple ; and no man laid hands on him ; for his hour was not yet 
come. 
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Section 87. 


Severe Denunciation of the Jews. 
The Temple. 
Joun 8 : 21-47, 


21 TuEN said Jesus again unto them, I go my way, and ye shall 
seek me, and shall die in your sins: whither I go, ye cannot 
22 come. Then said the Jews, Will he kill himself? because he 
23 saith, Whither I go, ye cannot come, And he said unto them, 
Ye are from beneath ; Iam from above: ye are of this world ; I 
24 am not of this world. I said therefore unto you, that ye shall die 
in your sins: for if ye believe not that I am he, ye shall die in 
25 your sins. Then said they unto him, Who art thou? And Jesus 
saith unto them, Even the same that I said unto you from the be- 
26 ginning. I have many things to say, and to judgeof you: but he 
that sent me, is true; and I speak to the world those things 
27 which I have heard of him, They understood not that he spake 
28 to them of the Father. Then said Jesus unto them, When ye have 
lifted up the Son of man, then shall ye know that I am he, and 
that I do nothing of myself ; but as my Father hath taught me, I 
29 speak these things. And he that sent me is with me: the Father 
hath not left me alone ; for I do always those things that please 
him. 
30, 31 As he spake these words, many believed on him. Then said 
Jesus to those Jews which believed on him, If ye continue in my 
32 word, then are ye my disciples indeed ; and ye shall know the 
33 truth, and the truth shall make you free. They answered him, 
We be Abraham’s seed, and were never in bondage to any man ;: 
34 how sayest thou, Ye shall be made free? Jesus answered them, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, Whosoever committeth sin is the 
35 servant of sin. And the servant abideth not in the house for ever, 
86 but the Son abideth ever. If the Son therefore shall make you 
37 free, ye shall befree indeed. I knowthat yeare Abraham’s seed ; 
38 but ye seek to kill me, because my word hath no place in you, I 
speak that which I have seen with my Father: and ye do that 
39 which ye have seen with your father. They answered and said 
unto him, Abraham is our father. Jesus saith unto them, If ye 
40 were Abraham's children, ye would do the works of Abraham. But 
now ye seek to kill me, a man that hath told you the truth, which 
41 I have heard of God: this did not Abraham. Ye do the deeds of 
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your father, Then said they to him, We be not born of fornica- 
tion ; we have one Father, even God. Jesus said unto them, If 
God were your Father, ye would love me: for I proceeded forth 
and came from God; neither came I of myself, but he sent me. 
Why do ye not understand my speech? even because ye cannot 
hear my word. Ye are of your father the devil, and the lusts of 
your father ye will do: he was a murderer from the beginning, 
and abode not in the truth ; because there is no truth in him. 
When he speaketh a lie, he speaketh of his own : for he is a liar, 
and the father of it. And because I tell you the truth, ye believe 
me not, Which of you convinceth me of sin? And if I say 
the truth, why do ye not believe me? He that is of God, heareth 
God’s words : ye therefore hear them not, because ye are not of 
God, 


Section 88. 


The Jews attempt to stone Him. 
The Temple, 
Joun 8 ; 48-59, 


THEN answered the Jews, and said unto him, Say we not well 
that thou art a Samaritan, and hast a devil? Jesus answered, I 
have not a devil ; but I honour my Father, and ye do dishonour 
me, And I seek not mine own glory: there is one that seeketh 
and judgeth. Verily, verily, I say unto you, If a man keep my 
saying, he shall never see death, Then said the Jews unto him, 
Now we know that thou hast a devil, Abraham is dead, and the 
prophets ; and thou sayest, If a man keep my saying, he shall 
never taste of death, Art thou greater than our father Abraham, 
which is dead? and the prophets are dead : whom makest thou 
thyself? Jesus answered, If I honour myself, my honour is noth- 
ing: it is my Father that honoureth me, of whom ye say, that he 
is your God: yet ye have not known him ; but I know him: and 
if I should say, I know him not, I shall be a liar like unto you : 
but I know him, and keep his saying. Your father Abraham re- 
joiced to see my day: and he saw it, and was glad. Then said 
the Jews unto him, Thou art not yet fifty years old, and hast thou 
seen Abraham? Jesus said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, Before Abraham was, I am, 
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Then took they up stones to cast at him: but Jesus hid him- 
self, and went out of the temple, going through the midst of them, 
and so passed by, 


Section 89. 


The Seventy return. The Good Samaritan. 
Near Jerusalem, 
Luxe 10 : 17-37. 


Anp the seventy returned again with joy, saying, Lord, even 
the devils are subject unto us through thy name, And he said 
unto them, I beheld Satan as lightning fallfrom heaven. Behold, 
I give unto you power to tread on serpents and scorpions, and 
over all the power of the enemy ; and nothing shall by any means 
hurt you. Notwithstanding, in this rejoice not, that the spirits 
are subject unto you ; but rather rejoice, because your names are 
written in heaven, 

In that hour Jesus rejoiced in spirit, and said, I thank thee, O 
Father, Lord of heaven and earth, that thou hast hid these things 
from the wise and prudent, and hast revealed them unto babes : 
even so, Father ; for so it seemed good in thy sight, All things 
are delivered to me of my Father : and no man knoweth who the 
Son is, but the Father ; and who the Father is, but the Son, and 
he to whom the Son will reveal him. 

And he turned him unto his disciples, ad said privately, 
Blessed are the eyes which see the things that ye see. For I tell 
you, that many prophets and kings have desired to see those 
things which ye see, and have not seen them; and to hear those 
things which ye hear, and have not heard them. 

And behold, a certain lawyer stood up, and tempted him, say- 
ing, Master, what shall I do to inherit eternal life? He said unto 
him, What is written in the law? how readest thou? And he 
answering said, Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy strength, and with 
all thy mind ; and thy neighbour as thyself, And he said unto 
him, Thou hast answered right : this do, and thou shalt live. 

But he, willing to justify himself, said unto Jesus, And who is 
my neighbour? And Jesus answering, said, A certain man went 
down from Jerusalem to Jericho, and fell among thieves, which 
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stripped him of his raiment, and wounded him, and departed, 
31 leaving him half dead. And by chance there came down a certain 
priest that way ; and when he saw him, he passed by on the other 
32 side. And likewise a Levite, when he was at the place, came and 
33 looked on him, and passed by on the other side. Buta certain 
Samaritan, as he journeyed, came where he was: and when he 
34 saw him, he had compassion on him, and went to him, and bound 
up his wounds, pouring in oil and wine, end set him on his own 
35 beast, and brought him to an inn, and took care of him, And on 
the morrow, when he departed, he took out two pence, and gave 
them to the host, and said unto him, Take care of him ; and what- 
soever thou spendest more, when I come again, I will repay thee. 
36 Which now of these three, thinkest thou, was neighbour unto him 
37 that fell among the thieves? And he said, He that showed mercy 
on him, Then said Jesus unto him, Go, and do thou likewise.

Martha and Mary. How to pray. 
Bethany. 
Lure 10 : 58-42; 11 : 1-13. 


38 Now it came to pass, as they went, that he entered into a cer- 

tain village : and a certain woman, named Martha, received him 

39 into her house, And she had a sister called Mary, which also sat 

40 at Jesus’ feet, and heard his word. But Martha was cumbered 

about much serving, and came to him, and said, Lord, dost thou 

not care that my sister hath left me to serve alone? bid her there- 

41 fore that she help me. And Jesus answered, and said unto her, 

Martha, Martha, thou art careful, and troubled about many things : 

42 but one thing is needful ; and Mary hath chosen that good part, 
which shall not be taken away from her, 

1 And it came to pass, that as he was praying in 4 certain place, 

when he ceased, one of his disciples said unto him, Lord, teach 

2 us to pray, as John also taught his disciples, And he said unto 

them, When ye pray, say, Our Father which art in heaven, hal- 

lowed be thy name. Thy kingdom come, Thy will be done, as 

3 in heaven, so in earth. Gjve us day by day our daily bread, 

4 And forgive us our sins ; for we also forgive every one that is in- 
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debted to us, And lead us not into temptation ; but deliver us 
from eyil, 

And he said unto them, Which of you shall have a friend, and 
shall go unto him at midnight, and say unto him, Friend, lend 
me three loaves ; for a friend of mine in his journey is come to 
me, and I have nothing to set before him: and he from within 
shall answer and say, Trouble me not: the door is now shut, and 
my children are with me in bed ; I cannot rise and give thee. I 
say unto you, Though he will not rise and give him, because he is 
his friend, yet because of his importunity he will rise and give him 
as many as he needeth, 

And I say unto you, Ask, and it shall be given you ; seek, and 
ye shall find ; knock, and it shall be opened unto you. For every 
one that asketh, receiveth ; and he that seeketh, findeth ; and to 
him that knocketh, it shall be opened. Ifason shall ask bread 
of any of you that is a father, will he give him a stone? or if he 
ask @ fish, will he for a fish give him a serpent? or if he shall ask 
an egg, will he offer him a scorpion? If yethen, being evil, know 
how to give good gifts unto your children : how much more shall 
your heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit to them that ask him? 


Section 91. 


Imparts Sight to One born blind. The Jews’ Inquiry. 
A Street of Jerusalem. The Temple. 
JouN 9 : 1-23, 


Anp as Jesus passed by, he saw a man which was blind from his _ 
birth. And his disciples asked him, saying, Master, who did sin, 
this man, or his parents, that he was born blind? Jesus answered, 
Neither hath this man sinned, nor his parents : but that the works 
of God should be made manifest in him, I must work the works 
of him that sent me, while it is day : the night cometh, when no 
man can work, As long as I am in the world, I am the light of 
the world. When he had thus spoken, he spat on the ground, 
and made clay of the spittle, and he anointed the eyes of the blind 
man with the clay, and said unto him, Go, wash in the pool of 
Siloam (which is by interpretation, Sent). He went his way there- 
fore, and washed, and came seeing. 
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The neighbours therefore, and they which before had seen him 
that he was blind, said Is not this he that sat and begged? Some 
said, This is he : others said, He is like him : but he said, I am he. 
Therefore said they unto him, How were thine eyes opened? 
He answered and said, A man that is called Jesus, made clay, and 
anointed mine eyes, and said unto me, Go to the pool of Siloam, 
and wash: and I went and washed, and I received sight. Then 
said they unto him, Where is he? He said, I know not. 

They brought to the Pharisees him that aforetime was blind, 
And it was the sabbath-day when Jesus made the clay, and opened 
his eyes. Then again the Pharisees also asked him how he had 
received his sight. He said unto them, He put clay upon mine 
eyes, and I washed, and dosee. Therefore said some of the 
Pharisees, This man is not of God, becase he keepeth not the sab- 
bath-day. Others said, How can a man that is a sinner do such 
miracles? And there was a divisionamongthem. They say unto 
the blind man again, What sayest thou of him, that he hath opened 
thine eyes? He said, He is a prophet. 

But the Jews did not believe concerning him, that he had been 
blind, and received his sight, until they called the parents of him 
that had received his sight. And they asked them, saying, Is this 
your son, who ye say was born blind? howthen doth he now see?

Then 
said they to him again, What did he to thee? how opened he 
thine eyes? He answered them, I have told you already, and ye 
did not hear: wherefore would ye hear it again? will ye also be 
his disciples? Then they reviled him, and said, Thou art his 
disciple ; but we are Moses’ disciples. We know that God spake 
unto Moses ; as for this fellow, we know not from whence he is, 
The man answered and said unto them, Why, herein is a marvel.

opened mine eyes. Now we know that God heareth not sinners : 
but if any man be a worshipper of God, and doeth his will, him 
he heareth. Since the world began was it not heard that any man 
opened the eyes of one that was born blind. Ii this man were not 
of God, he could do nothing. They answered and said unto him, 
Thou wast altogether born in sins, and dost thou teach us? And 
they cast him out. 

Jesus heard that they had cast him out ; and when he had found 
him, he said unto him, Dost thou believe on the Son of God? 
He answered and said, Who is he, Lord, that I might believe on 
him? And Jesus said unto him, Thou hast both seen him, and it 
is he that talketh with thee. And he said, Lord, I believe. And 
he worshipped him,

Anp Jesus said, For judgment I am come into this world, that 
they which see not might see ; and that they which see might be 
made blind.

Jesus 
said unto them, If ye were blind, ye should have no sin: but now 
ye say, We see ; therefore your sin remaineth, 

Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that entereth not by the door 
into the sheepfold but climbeth up some other way, the same is a 
thief and a robber. But he that entereth in by the door is the 
shepherd of the sheep. To him the porter openeth ; and the sheep 
hear his voice : and he calleth his own sheep by name, and lead- 
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4 eth them out, And when he putteth forth his own sheep, he

Then many of the Jews which came to Mary, and had seen the 
things which Jesus did, believed on him.

And the lord 
commended the unjust steward, because he had done wisely : for 
the children of this world are in their generation wiser than the 
children of light. 

And I say unto you, Make to yourselves friends of the mammon 
of unrighteousness ; that when ye fail, they may receive you into 
everlasting habitations. He that is faithful in that which is least, 
is faithful also in much ; and he that is unjust in the least, is un- 
just also in much, If therefore ye have not been faithful in the 
unrighteous mammon, who will commit to your trust the true 
riches 2? And if ye have not been faithful in that which is another 
man’s, who shall give you that which is your own? No servant 
can serve two masters: for either he will hate the one, and love 
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the other ; or else he will hold to the one, and despise the other. 
Ye cannot serve God and mammon. 

And the Pharisees also, who were covetous, heard all these 
things, and they derided him, And he said unto them, Ye are 
they which justify yourselves before men ; but God knoweth your 
hearts : for that which is highly esteemed among men is abom- 
ination in the sight of God. The law and the prophets were until 
John : since that time the kingdom of God is preached, and every 
man presseth into it. And it is easier for heaven and earth to 
pass, than one tittle of the law to fail. Whosoever putteth away 
his wife, and marrieth another, committeth adultery ; and whoso- 
ever marrieth her that is put away from her husband, committeth 
adultery,

The Rich Man and Lazarus. 
Luke 16 : 19-31. 


THERE was a certain rich man, which was clothed in purple and 
fine linen, and fared sumptuously every day : and there was a cer- 
tain beggar named Lazarus, which was laid at his gate, full of 
sores, and desiring to be fed with the crumbs which fell from the 
rich man’s table: moreover, the dogs came and licked his sores. 
And it came to pass, that the beggar died, and was carried by the 
angels ipgto Abraham's bosom: the rich man also died, and was 
buried: and in hell he lifted up his eyes, being in torments, and 
seeth Abraham afar off, and Lazarus in his bosom. And he cried, 
and said, Father Abraham, have mercy on me, and send Lazarus, 
that he may dip the tip of his finger in water, and cool my tongue: 
for I am tormented in this flame, But Abraham said, Son, ro- 
member that thou in thy lifetime receivedst thy good things, and 
likewise Lazarus evil things : but now he is comforted, and thou 
art tormented. And besides all this, between us and you there is 
a great gulf fixed : so that they which would pass from hence to 
you, cannot ; neither can they pass to us, that would come from 


27 thence. Then he said, I pray thee therefore, father, that thou 
28 wouldest send him to my father’s house: for I have five breth- 
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ren ; that he may testify unto them, lest they also come into this 
place of torment. Abraham saith unto him, They have Moses and 
the prophets ; let them hear them, And he said, Nay, father 
Abraham : but if one went unto them from the dead, they will re- 
pent. And he said unto him, If they hear not Moses and the 
prophets, neither will they be persuaded, though one rose from 
the dead,

A Forgiving, Believing, and Serving Spirit. 
Perea, 
Luxe 17 : 1-10. 


TuEN said he unto the disciples, It is impossible but that of- 
fences will come: but woe unto him through whom they come! 
It were better for him that. a millstone were hanged aboat his 
neck, and he cast into the sea, than that he should offend one of 
these little ones. Take heed to yourselves : If thy brother tres- 
pass against thee, rebuke him; and if he repent, forgive him. 
And if he trespass against thee seven times in a day, and seven 
times in a day turn again to thee, saying, I repent ; thou shalt 
forgive him. And the apostles said unto the Lord, Increase our 
faith, And the Lord said, If ye had faith as a grain of mustard- 
seed, ye might say unto this sycamine tree, Be thou plucked up by 
the root, and be thou planted in the sea ; and it should obey you. 

But which of you haying a servant plowing, or feeding cattle, 
will say unto him by and by, when he is come from the field, Go - 
and sit down to meat? And will not rather say unto him, Make 
ready wherewith I may sup, and gird thyself, and serve me, till I 
have eaten and drunken ; andafterward tho shalt eatand drink ? 
Doth he thank that servant, because he did the things that were 
commanded him? I trow not. So likewise ye, when ye shall 
have done all those things which are commanded you, say, We 
are unprofitable servants : we have done that which was our duty

Luxe 17 : 20-37. 


Anp when he was demanded of the Pharisees, when the king- 
dom of God should come, he answered them and said, The king- 
dom of God cometh not with observation. Neither shall they say, 
Lo here! or, Lo there! for behold, the kingdom of God is with- 
in you. 

And he said unto the disciples, The days will come, when ye 
shall desire to see one of the days of the Son of man, and ye shall 
not see it. And they shall say to you, See here! or, See there! 
Go not after them, nor follow them. For asthe lightning that light- 
eneth ont of the one part under heaven, shineth unto the other part 
under heaven ; so shall also the Son of man be in his day. But 
first must he suffer many things, and be rejected of this genera- 
tion, And as it was in the days of Noe, so shall it be also in the 
days of the Son of Man. They did eat, they drank, they married 
wives, they were given in marriage, until the day that Noe entered 
into the ark, and the flood came, and destroyed them all. Like- 
wise also as 1t was in the days of Lot ; they did eat, they drank, 
they bought, they sold, they planted, they builded ; but the same 
day that Lot went out of Sodom it rained fire and brimstone from 
heaven, and destroyed them all. Even thus shall it be in the day 
when the Son of man is revealed, In that day, he which shall be 
upon the housetop, and his stuff in the house, let him not come 
down to take it away : and he that is in the field, let him likewise 
33 not return back. Remember Lot’s wife. Whosoever shall seek 
to save his life, shall lose it ; and whosoever shall lose his life, shall 
preserve it. I tell you, in that night there shall be two men in 
one bed ; the one shall be taken, and the other shall be left, Two 
women shall be grinding together ; the one shall be taken, and the 
other left. Two men shall bein the field ; the one shall be taken, 
and the other left, Andthey answered and said unto him, Where, 
Lord? And he said unto them, Wheresoever the body is, thither 
will the eagles be gathered together,

The Importunate Widow. The Pharisee and Publican.

Luxe 18 : 1-14. 


Anp he spake a parable unto them to this end, that men ought 
always to pray, and not to faint ; saying, There was ina city a 
judge, which feared not God, neither regarded man. And there 
was a widow in that city ; and she came unto him, saying, Avenge 
me of mine adversary. And he would not for a while: but after- 
ward he said within himself, Though I fear not God, nor regard 
man ; yet because this widow troubleth me, I will avenge her, lest 
by her continual coming she weary me. And the Lord said, Hear 
what the unjust judge saith. And shall not God avenge his own 
elect, which cry day and night unto him, though he bear long with 
them? I tell you that he will avenge themspeedily. Neverthe- 
less, when the Son of man cometh, shall he find faith on the earth ? 

And he spake this parable unto certain which trusted in them- 
selves that they were righteous, and despised others : Two men 
went up into the temple to pray; the one a Pharisee, and the 
other a publican. The Pharisee stood and prayed thus with him- 
self, God, I thank thee, that I am not as other men are, extor- 
tioners, unjust, adulterers, or even as this publican. I fast twice 
in the week, I give tithes of all that I possess, And the publican, 
standing afar off, would not lift up so much as his eyes unto 
heaven, but smote upon his breast, saying, God be merciful to 
measinner, I tell you, this man went down to his house justi- 
fied rather than the other : for every one that exalteth himself shall 
be abased ; and he that humbleth himself shall be exalted,

He saith 
unto them, Moses because of the hardness of your hearts suffered 
you to put away your wives ; but from the beginning it was not 
so, And I say unto you, Whosoever shall put away his wife, ex- 
cept it be for fornication, and shall marry another, committeth 
adultery : and whoso marrieth her which is put away doth com- 
mit adultery, 


Mk. 10 And in the house his disciples asked him again of the same 
11 matter. And he saith unto them, Whosoever shall put away his 
12 wife, and marry another, committeth adultery against her. And

if a woman shall put away her husband, and be married to an- 
other, she committeth adultery. IW. 10 His disciples say unto 
him, If the case of the man be so with his wife, it is not good to 
marry. But he said unto them, All men cannot receive this say- 


12 ing, save they to whom it is given. For there are some eunuchs

which were so born from their mother’s womb : and there are some 
eunuchs, which were made eunuchs of men: and there be eu- 
nuchs, which have made themselves ennuchs for the kingdom of 
heaven’s sake, He that is able to receive it, let him receive il. 
Then were there brought unto him little children, that he should 
put his hands on them, and pray ; but when his disciples saw it, 
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they rebuked those that brought them. Mk. 14 But when Jesus 
saw it, he was much displeased, and called them unto him, and 
said, Suffer little children to come unto me, and forbid them not: 
for of such is the kingdom of heaven. Verily I say unto you, 
Whosoever shall not receive the kingdom of God as a little child, 
he shall in no wise enter therein. And he took them up in his 
arms, put his hands-upon them, and blessed them, And he de- 
parted thence.

But when the young 
man heard that saying he was very sorrowful, and went away 
grieved ; for he was very rich, and had great possessions, 

And when Jesus saw that he was very sorrowful, he looked 
round about, and saith unto his disciples, Verily I say unto you, 
That a rich man shall hardly enter into the kingdom of heaven, 
Wik, 24 And the disciples were astonished at his words, But Je- 
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sus answereth again, and saith unto them, Children, how hard is 
it for them that trust in riches to enter into the kingdom of God ! 
WA. 24 And again I say unto you, It is easier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle, than for a rich man to enter into the 
25 kingdom of God. When his disciples heard it, they were exceed- 
ingly amazed, saying among themselves, Who then can be saved ? 
26 But Jesus looking upon them saith, With men this is impossible 
bat not with God : for with God all things are possible. 
27 Then answered Peter, and said unto him, Behold, we have for- 
28 saken all, and followed thee ; what shall we have therefore? And 
Jesus answered and said unto them, Verily I say unto you, That 
ye which have followed me in the regeneration, when the Son of 
man shall sit in the throne of his glory, ye also shall sit upon 
29 twelve thrones, judging the twelve tribes of Israel. And verily I 
say unto you, There is no man that hath forsaken houses, or

‘Take that thine is, and go 
thy way : I will give unto this last, even as unto thee, Is it not 
lawful for me to do what I will with mineown? Is thine eye evil 
because I am good?

themselves, Then sought they for Jesus, and spake among 
themselves, as they stood in the temple, What think ye, that he 
will not come up to the feast? Now both the chief priests and 
the Pharisees had given a commandment, that, if any man knew 
where he were, he should shew i, that they might take him, 

Then Jesus six days before the passover came to Bethany, 
where Lazarus was which had been dead, whom he raised from 
the dead. There they made him a supper in the house of Simon 
the leper, and Martha served ; but Lazarus was one of them that 
sat at the table with him. Then, as he sat at meat, came Mary 
unto him, having an alabaster box with a pound of ointment of 
spikenard, very precious ; and she brake the box, and poured it 
on his head ; and anointed the feet of Jesus, and wiped his feet 
with her hair; and the house was filled with the odour of the 
ointment, Then saith one of his disciples, Judas Iscariot, Si- 
mon’s son, which should betray him, Why was not this ointment 
sold for three hundred pence, and given to the poor? This he 
said, not that he cared for the poor ; but because he was a thief, 
and had the bag, and bare what was puttherein. Wiik. 4 And 
there were some disciples that had indignation within themselves, 
and said, To what purpose is this waste ? for this ointment might 
have been sold for much, and given to the poor ; and they mur- 
mured against her, When Jesus understood if, he said unto them, 
Let her alone; why trouble ye the woman? for she hath wrought 
a good work upon me, For ye have the poor with you always, 
and whensoever ye will ye may do them good: but me ye have 
not always. She hath done what she could: for in that she hath 
kept this ointment aad poured it on iny body, she is come afore- 
hand to anoint it for my burial. Verily, I say unto you, Where- 
soever this gospel shall be preached throughout the whole world, 
this also that this woman hath done shall be spoken of fora 
memorial of her. 
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J. 9 Much people of the Jews therefore knew that he was there : 
and they came, not for Jesus’ sake only, but that they might see 

10 Lazarus also, whom he had raised from the dead. But the chief 

11 priests consulted that they might put Lazarus also to death ; be- 
cause that by reason of him many of the Jews went away, and be- 
lieved on Jesus,

For the days shall come upon thee, that 
thine enemies shall cast a trench about thee, and compass thee 


44 round, and keep thee in on every side, and shall lay thee even

Mi. 38 But when the husbandmen saw the son, they reasoned 
among themselves, saying, This is the heir ;-come, let us kill him, 

39 and let us seize on his inheritance, and if shall beours, And they 
caught him, and cast him out of the vineyard, and slew him. 

40 When the lord therefore of the vineyard cometh, what will he do 
unto those husbandmen? JL, 16 He shall come and miserably 
destroy those wicked men, and will let out his vineyard unto other 
husbandmen, which shall render him the fruits in their seasons. 
And when they heard it, they said, God forbid. 

17 And Jesus beheld them, and said, Did ye never read in the 
scriptures this that is written, FX. 42 The stone which the build- 
ers rejected, the same is become the head of the corner: this is 

43 the Lord’s doing, and it is marvellous in our eyes? Therefore 
say I unto you, The kingdom of God shall be taken from you, and 

44 given toa nation bringing forth the fruits thereof, And whosoever

And when the king came in to see the guests, he saw there a 
man which had not on a wedding garment: and he saith unto 
him, Friend, how camest thou in hither, not having a wedding 
garment? And he was speechless. Then said the king to the 
servants, Bind him hand and foot, and take him away, and cast 
him into outer darkness : there shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth, For many are called, but few are chosen.

WL, 20 And they watched him, and sent 
forth spies, certain of their disciples with the Herodians, which 
should feign themselves just men, that they might catch him in, 
and take hold of, his words ; that so they might deliver him unto 
the power and authority of the governor, JW. 16 And when they 
were come, they say unto him, Master, we know that thou art

And they could not take hold of his words before the 
people ; and when they heard, they marvelled at his answer and 
held their peace, and left him, and went their way.

35 and are given in marriage: but they which shall be accounted 
worthy to obtain that world, and the resurrection from the dead, 
when they shall rise from the dead, they neither marry, nor are 
given in marriage ; but are as the angels of God which are in 

36 heaven. Neither can they die any more ; for they are equal unto 
the angels ; and are the children of God, being the children of 

37 the resurrection. And as touching the resurrection of the dead, 
that the dead are raised, even Moses shewed. Have ye not read 
in the book of Moses that which was spoken to you by God, how 
in the bush God spake unto him saying, I am the God of Abra- 

38 ham, and the God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob? God is not 
the God of the dead, but of the living: for all live unto him. Ye 
therefore do greatly err, And whenthe multitude heard this, they 

39 were astonished at his doctrine. Then certain of the scribes an- 
swering said, Master, thou hast well said.

they make broad their phylacteries, and enlarge the borders of 
their garments. Beware of the scribes, which love to walk in 
long robes, and love the uppermost rooms at feasts, and the chief 
seats in the synagogues, and greetings in the markets, and to be 
called of men, Rabbi, Rabbi. But be not ye called Rabbi: for 
one is your Master, even Christ ; and all ye are brethren. And 
call no man your father upon the earth: for one is your Father, 
whichis inheaven, Neither be ye called masters : for one is your 
Master, even Christ. But he that is greatest among you shall be 
your servant. And whosoever shall exalt himself shall be abased ; 
and he that shall humble himself shall be exalted. 

But woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye 
shut up the kingdom of heaven against men : for ye neither go in 
yourselves, neither suffer ye them that are-entering to goin. Woe 
unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye devour wid- 
ows’ houses, and for a pretence make long prayers : therefore ye 
shall receive the greater damnation, Woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites ! for ye compass sea and land to make one 
proselyte ; and when he is made, ye make him twofold more the 
child of hell than yourselves. Woe unto you, ye blind guides! 
which say, Whosoever shall swear by the temple, it is nothing ; 
but whosoever shall swear by the gold of the temple, he isa 
debtor. Ye fools, and blind! for whether is greater, the gold, or 
the temple that sanctifieth the gold? And, Whosoever shall swear 
by the altar, it is nothing ; but whosoever sweareth by the gift 
that is upon it, he is guilty. Ye fools, and blind ! for whether is 
greater, the gift, or the altar that sanctifieth the gift? Whoso 
therefore shall swear by the altar, sweareth by it, and by all things 
thereon. And whoso shall swear by the temple, sweareth by it, 
and by him that dwelleth therein, And he that shall swear by 
heaven, sweareth by the throne of God, and by him that sitteth 
thereon. Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for 
ye pay tithe of mint, and anise, and cummin, and have omitted 
the weightier matters of the law, judgment, mercy, and faith : these 
ought ye to have done, and not to leave the other undone. Ye 
blind guides, which strain at a gnat, and swallow acamel, Woe 
unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye make clean 
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the outside of the cup and of the platter, but within they are full 
of extortion and excess. YJhow blind Pharisee, cleanse first that 
which is within the cup and platter, that the outside of them may 
be clean also. Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites ! for ye are like unto whited sepulchres, which indeed ap- 
pear beautiful outward, but are within full of dead men’s bones, 
and of all uncleanness; Even so ye also outwardly appear right- 
eous unto men, but within ye are full of hypocrisy and iniquity. 
Woe anto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! Because ye 
build the tombs of the prophets, and garnish the sepulchres of 
the righteous, and say, If we had been in the days of our fathers, 
we would not have been partakers with them in the blood of the 
prophets. Wherefore, ye be witnesses unto yourselves, that ye 
are the children of them which killed the prophets. Fill ye up 
then the measure of your fathers. Ye serpents, ye generation of 
vipers, how can ye escape the damnation of hell? Wherefore, 
behold, I send unto you prophets, and wise men, and scribes ; 
and some of them ye shall kill and crucify, and some of them shall 
ye scourge in your synagogues, and persecute them from city to 
city: that upon you may come all the righteous blood shed upon 
the earth, from the blood of righteous Abel, unto the blood of 
Zacharias, son of Barachias, whom ye slew between the temple 
and the altar. Verily, Isay unto you, All these things shall come 
upon this generation. 

O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that killest the prophets, and 
stonest them which are sent unto thee, how often would I have 
gathered thy children together, even as a hen gathereth her chick- 
ens under her wings, and ye would not! Behold, your house is 
left unto you desolate. For I say unto you, Ye shall not see me

And he 
called unto him his disciples, and saith unto them, Verily I say 
unto you, that this poor widow hath cast more in than all they 
which have cast into the treasury : for all these have of their abun- 
dance cast in unto the offerings of God : but she of her penury 
did cast in all that she had, even all her living.

Then came there a voice 
from heaven, saying, I have both glorified if, and will glorify it 
again, The people therefore that stood by, and heard it, said that 
it thundered, Others said, An angel spake to him. Jesus an- 
swered and said, This voice came not because of me, but for your 
sakes. Now is the judgment of this world : now shall the prince 
of this world be cast out.

man hear my words, and believe not, I judge him not: for I came 
not to judge the world, but to save the world. He that rejecteth 
me, and receiveth not my words, hath one that jndgeth him : the 
word that I have spoken, the same shall judge him in the last day. 
For I have not spoken of myself ; but the Father which sent me, 
he gave me a commandment, what I should say, and what I should 
speak, And I know that his commandment is life everlasting :

of stones and what buildings are here/ And Jesus answering said 
unto them, See ye not all these great buildings? Verily I say 
unto you, As for these things which ye behold, the days will 
come, in the which there shall not be left here one stone upen 
another, that shall not be thrown down. 

And as he sat upon the mount of Olives, over against the tem- 
ple, the disciples Peter and James and John and Andrew came 
unto him privately, and asked him, saying, Master, tell us, when 
shall these things be? and what shail be the sign of thy coming 
and of the end of the world, when all these things shall be ful- 
filled? And Jesus answered and said unto them, Take heed that 
no man deceive you. For many shall come in my name, saying, 
IT am Christ ; and shall deceive many: and the time draweth 
near ; go ye not therefore after them. And ye shall hear of wars, 
and rumours of wars. But when ye shall hear of wars, and com- 
motions, see that ye be not terrified, and troubled: for all these 
things must first come to pass; but the end is not yet. Then 
said he unto them, Nation shall rise against nation, and kingdom 
against kingdom : and great earthquakes shall be in divers places ; 
and there shall be famines, and pestilences, and troubles ; and 
fearful sights, and great signs shall there be from heaven. These 
are the beginnings of sorrows. 


Mk. 9 But take heed to yourselves ; for before all these, they shall

other, and shall hate one another, Wik. 12 The brother shall 
betray the brother to death, and the father the son ; and children 
shall rise up against their parents, and shall cause them to be put 
to death, IL, 16 And ye shall be betrayed both by parents, and 
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brethren, and kinsfolks, and frionds, But there shall not a hair 
of your head perish. In your patience possess ye your souls. 


- 11 And many false prophets shall rise, and shall deceive many. 


And because iniquity shall abound, the love of many shall wax 
cold. But he that shall endure unto the end, the same shall be 
saved, And this gospel of the kingdom shall first be preached in 
all the world, for a witness unto all nations ; and then shall the 
end come,

. 20 Anp when yeshall see Jerusalem compassed with armies, then 


know that the desolation thereof is nigh. J. 15 But when ye 
shall see the abomination of desolation, spoken of by Daniel the 
prophet, standing, where it ought not, in the holy place (whoso 
readeth, let him understand), then let them which be in Judea 
flee into the mountains ; and let them which are in the midst of 
it depart out ; and let not them that are in the countries enter 
thereinto. And let him which is on the housetop not go down 
into the house, neither enter to take any thing out of his house ; 
neither let him that is in the field turn back again to take up his 
garment, JL, 22 For these be the days of vengeance, that all 
things which are written may be fulfilled. But woe unto them 
that are with child, and to them that give suck in those days! 
Wik. 18 And pray yethat your flight be not inthe winter, neither 
on the Sabbath-day. 

For in those days shall be great tribulation, such as was not from 
the beginning of the creation which God created unto this time, 
no, nor ever shall be. W. 23 For there shall be great distress in 
the land, affliction and wrath upon this people. And they shall 
fall by the edge of the sword, and shall be led away captive into 
all nations : and Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, 
until the times of the Gentiles be fulfilled, Milk. 20 And except 
that the Lord had shortened those days, there should no flesh be 
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saved : but for the elect’s sake, whom he hath chosen, those days 
shall be shortened. 

And then if any man shall say unto you, Lo, here is Christ ; or, 
lo, he is there ; believe himnot. For there shall arise false Christs, 
and false prophets, and shall shew great signs and wonders : inso- 
much that, if it were possible, they shall deceive the very elect. 
But take ye heed : behold, I have foretold you all things. MH. 26 
Wherefore if they shall say unto you, Behold, he is in the desert ; 
go not forth: behold, he is in the secret chambers ; believe it 
not. For asthe lightning cometh out of the east, and shineth 
even unto the west: so shall also the coming of the Son of man 
be. For wheresoever the carcass is, there will the eagles be 
gathered together. 

But immediately after the tribulation of those days, there shall 
be signs in the sun, and in the moon, and in the stars, The sun 
shall be darkened, and the moon shall not give her light, and the 
stars shall fall from heaven ; and upon the earth shall be distress 
of nations, with perplexity ; the sea and the waves roaring ; men’s 
hearts failing them for fear, and for looking after those things 
which are coming on the earth : for the powers of heaven shall be 
shaken, And then shall appear the sign of the Son of man in 
heaven : and then shall all the tribes of the earth mourn, and they 
shall see the Son of man coming in the clouds of heaven with 
power and great glory, And then shall he send his angels with a 
great sound of a trumpet, and they shall gather together his elect 
from the four winds, from the uttermost part of the earth to the 
uttermost part of heaven. HL, 28 And when these things begin 
to come to pass, then look up, and lift up your heads: for your 
redemption draweth nigh. 

And he spake to them, saying, Now learn a parable of the fig- 
tree, and all the trees: When the branch is yet tender, and put- 
teth forth leaves, ye see and know of your own selves that summer 
is now nigh at hand, So likewise ye, when ye shall see all these 
things come to pass, know ye that the kingdom of God is nigh at 
hand, even at the doors. Verily I say unto you, That this genera- 
tion shall not pass away, till all these things be fulfilled.

Jesus saith to him, He that is washed 
needeth not save to wash his feet, but is clean every whit : and ye 
11 are clean, but not all, For he knew who should betray him: 
therefore said he, Ye are not all clean. 
12 So after he had washed their feet, and had taken his garments, 
and was set down again, he said unto them,-Know ye what I have 
13 done to you? Ye call me Master, and Lord ; and ye say well, for 
14 solam. If I then, your Lord and Master, have washed your feet ; 
15 ye also ought to wash one another’s feet. For I have given you 
16 an example, that ye should do as I have done to you. Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, The servant is not greater than his Lord ;

At that day ye shall ask in 
my name: and I say not unto you, that I will pray the Father for 
you: for the Father himself loveth you, because ye have loved 
me, and have believed that I came out from God, I came forth 
from the Father, and am come into the world : again, I leave the 
world, and go to the Father.

And 
being in agony, he prayed more earnestly : and his sweat was as 
it were great drops of blood falling down to the ground.

thou gavest me, have I lost none, 

Then the band, and the captain, and officers of the Jews laid 
hands on Jesus, and took him, and bound him, BL, 49 When 
they which were about him saw what would follow, they said unto 
him, Lord, shall we smite with the sword? And, behold, one of 
them which were with Jesus, Simon Peter, having a sword, 
stretched out his hand and drew it, and smote the high priest's 
servant, and cut off his right ear. The servant’s name was Mal- 
chus, And Jesus answered and said, Suffer ye thus far, And 
he touched his ear, and healed him. PH. 52 Thensaid Jesus unto 
Peter, Put up again thy sword into the sheath : for all they that 
take the sword shall perish with the sword, Thinkest thou that 
I cannot now pray to my Father, and he shall presently give me 
more than twelve legions of angels? But how then shall the 
scriptures be fulfilled, that thus it must be? The cup which my 
Father hath given me, shall I not drink it ? 

In that same hour said Jesus unto the chief priests and cap- 
tains of the temple, and to the elders and the multitudes which 
were come to him, Are ye come out as against a thief, with swords 
and staves totake me? Isat daily with vou in the temple, teach- 
ing, and ye stretched forth no hands against me, ye laid no hold 
on me; but this is your hour, and the power of darkness. But 
all this was done, that the scriptures of the prophets might be 
fulfilled, fk, 51 Then all the disciples forsook him, and fled, 
And there followed him a certain young man, having a linen cloth 
cast about his naked body ; and the young men laid hold on him, 
And he left the linen cloth, and fled from them naked,

Now Caiaphas was he which gave counsel 
to the Jews, that it was expedient that one man should die for the 
people. 

And Simon Peter followed Jesus afar off, and so did another 
disciple. That disciple was known unto the high priest, and 
went in with Jesus, into the palace of the high priest. But Peter 


stood at the door without. Then went out that other disciple

which was known unto the high priest, and spake unto her that 
kept the door, and brought in Peter, And the servants and offi- 
cers had made a fire of cvals (for it was cold) ; and they warmed 
themselves : and Peter stood with them, and warmed himself.

Thou also wast with Jesus 
of Galilee : This man was with him of Nazareth, But he denied 
before them all, saying, Woman, I am not, I know him not, neither 
understand I what thou sayest, And he went out into the porch ;

him, and said unto them that were there, This is one of them thal 
was also with Jesus of Nazareth, And another saw him, and said, 
Thou art also of them.

J, 19 Tue high priest then asked Jesus of his disciples, and of his 
20 doctrine, Jesus answered him, I spake openly to the world ; I 
ever taught in the synagogue, and in the temple, whither the 
21 Jews always resort ; and in secret have I said nothing. Why 
askest thou me? Ask them which heard me, what I have said 
22 unto them : behold, they know what I said. And when he had 
thus spoken, one of the officers which stood by struck Jesus with 
the palm of his hand, saying, Answerest thou the high priest so? 

23 Jesus answered him, If I have spoken evil, bear witness of the 
evil: but if well, why smitest thou me? 

24 Now Annas sent him bound unto Caiaphas the high priest. 
IL. 66 And as soon as it was day they brought him into the house 
of Caiaphas, where the elders of the people and the chief priests 
and the scribes came together, and led him into their council, 
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saying, Art thou the Christ? tell us. And he said unto them, 
If I tell you, ye will not believe ; and if I also ask you, ye will not 
answer me, nor lei me go. Mak. 55 And the chief priests, and 
all the council, sought false witness against Jesus to put him to 
death ; and found none, For many bare false witness against 
him, but their witness agreed not together. And at the last came 
two false witnesses, and said, We heard him say, I will destroy 
this temple that is made with hands, and within three days I will 
build another made without hands, But neither so did their 
witness agree together, 

And the high priest arose and stood up in the midst, and asked 
Jesus, saying, Answerest thou nothing? what is it which these 
witness against thee? But Jesus held his peace, and answered 
nothing. M8. 63 Again the high priest asked him, and said unto 
him, I adjure thee by the living God, that thou tell us whether 
thou be the Christ, the Son of God, the Son of the Blessed? And 
Jesus said unto him, Thou hast said; Iam. Nevertheless, I say 
unto you, Hereafter shall ye see the Son of man sitting on the 
right hand of the power of God, and coming in the clouds of 
heaven, 

Then said they all, Art thou then the Son of God? And he 
said unto them, Ye say thatTam. Then the high priest rent his 
clothes, saying, He hath spoken blasphemy ; what further need 
have we of witnesses? behold, now ye have heard his blasphemy. 
What think ye? And they all answered, and condemned him, 
and said, We ourselves have heard of his own mouth. He is 
guilty of death. 

Then the men that held Jesus, when they had blindfolded him. 
did spit in his face, mocked him and buffeted him ; and others 
smote him with the palms of their hands, saying, Prophesy unto 
us, thou Christ, Who is he that smote thee? And many other 
things blasphemously spake they against him.

Wherefore that field was called, 
9 The field of blood, unto this day. Then was fulfilled that which 
was spoken by Jeremy the prophet, saying, And they took the 
thirty pieces of silver, the price of him that was valued, whom 
10 they of the children of Israel did value ; and gave them for the 
potter’s field, as the Lord appointed me. 
1 And straightway, when the morning was come, all the chicf 
priests held a consultation with the elders and scribes and the 
2 whole council, against Jesus to put him to death. And the whole 
multitude of them arose, and when they had bound Jesus, they 
led him away from Caiaphas unto the hall of judgment, and deliv- 
ered him to Pontius Pilate the governor, J. 28 Andit was early ; 
and they themselves went not into the judgment hall, lest they 
should be defiled ; but that they might eat the passover, 
29 = Pilate then went out unto them, and said, What accusation 
30 bring ye against this man? They answered and said unto him, 
If he were not a malefactor, we would not have delivered him up 
31 unto thee. Then said Pilate unto them, Take ye him, and judge 
him according to your law. The Jews therefore said unto him, 
32 It is not lawful for us to put any man to death : that the saying 
of Jesus might be fulfilled, which he spake, signifying what death 
he should die. HL. 2 And they began to accuse him, saying, We 
found this fellow perverting the nation, and forbidding to give 
tribute to Cesar, saying, that he himself is Christ a King. 
J. 33 Then Pilate entered into the judgment hall again, and called 
Jesus. And Jesus stood before the governor ; and the governor 
34 asked him, saying, Art thou the King of the Jews? Jesus an- 
swered him, Sayest thou this thing of thyself, or did others tell it 
35 thee of me? Pilate answered, Am Ia Jew? Thine own nation, 
and the chief priests, have delivered thee unto me. What hast 
36 thou done? Jesus answered, My kingdom is not of this world: 
if my kingdom were of this world, then would my servants fight, 
that I should not be delivered to the Jews: but now is my king- 
37 dom not from hence, Pilate therefore said unto him, Art thou a

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king then? Jesus answered, Thou sayest that Iam a king, To 
this end was I born, and for this cause came I into the world, that 
I should bear witness unto the truth. [Every one that is of the 
38 truth, heareth my voice. Pilate saith unto him, What is truth ? 
And when he had said this, he went out again unto the Jews, and 
saith unto them, I find in him no fault at all. 
Mk. 3 And the chief priests and elders accused him of many things : 
4 but he answered nothing. And Pilate asked him again, saying, 
Answerest thou nothing? hearest thou not how many things they 
5 witness against thee? But Jesus yet answered him to never a 
word ; insomuch that the governor marvelled greatly, 
i, 4 Then said Pilate to the chief priests and to the people, I find 
5 no fault in thisman. And they were the more fierce, saying, He 
stirreth up the people, teaching throughout all Jewry, beginning 
from Galilee to this place,

L,. 6 Wuen Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked whether the man were 

7 aGalilean, And as soon as he knew that he belonged unto Her- 

od’s jurisdiction, he sent him to Herod, who himself also was at 
Jerusalem at that time. 

8 And when Herod saw Jesus, he was exceeding glad: for he 
was desirous to see him of a long season, because he had heard 
many things of him ; and he hoped to have seen some miracle 

9 done by him. Then he questioned with him in many words ; but 

10 he answered him nothing. And the chief priests and scribes 

11 stood and vehemently accused him. And Herod with his men of 
war set him at nought, and mocked him, and arrayed him in a gor- 

12 geous robe, and sent him again to Pilate. And the same day 
Pilate and Herod were made friends together ; for before they 
were at enmity between themselves. 

13 And Pilate, when he had called together the chief priests, and 

14 the rulers, and the people, said unto them, Ye have brought this

man unto me, as one that perverteth the people : and, behold, I, 
having examined him before you, have found no fault in this man, 
touching those things whereof ye accuse him : no, nor yet Herod : 
for I sent you to him: and, lo, nothing worthy of death is done 
unto him, I will therefore chastise him, and release him. 


. 15 Now at that feast, the governor was wont to release unto the 


people a prisoner, whomsoever they desired. And they had then 
a notable prisoner, called Barabbas, a robber, who, for a certain 
sedition made in the city, and for murder, was cast into prison 
with them that had made insurrection with him. And the multi- 
tude crying aloud, began to desire him to do as he had ever done 
unto them. (For of necessity he must release one unto them at 
the feast.) Therefore when they were gathered together, Pilate 
said unto them, Ye have a custom, that I should release unto you 
one at the passover : whom will ye therefore that I release unto 
you? Barabbas, or Jesus, which is called Christ? will ye that I 
release unto you the king of the Jews?

for I have suffered many things this day in a dream, because of 
him, 

But the chief priests and elders persuaded the multitude that 
they should ask Barabbas, and destroy Jesus. The governor an- 
swered and said unto them, Whether of the twain will ye that I 
release unto you? And they cried out all at once, Away with this 
man, and release unto us Barabbas. HL, 20 Pilate therefore, will- 
ing to release Jesus, spake again to them, saying, What shall I do 
then with Jesus which is called Christ? hin. whom ye call the king 
of the Jews? And they all cried out again, saying, Crucify him, 


2 crucify him. Then Pilate said unto them the third time, Why, 


what evil hath he done? I have found no cause of death in him ; 
I will therefore chastise him, and let him go, And they cried out 
the more exceedingly, they were instant with loud voices, requir- 
ing that he might be crucified. And the voices of them and of 
the chief priests prevailed, 


. 24 When Pilate saw that he could prevail nothing, but that 


rather a tumult was made, he took water, and washed his hands 
before the multitude, saying, I am innocent of the blood of this 
just person : see yelo it, Then answered all {he people, and said, 
His blood be on us, and on our children. Then Pilate, willing to 
content the people, gave sentence that it should be as they re- 
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quired, And he released Barabbas unto them, that for sedition 
and murder was cast into prison, whom they had desired ; but he 
delivered Jesus to their will,

M, 26 Tuxen Pilate therefore took Jesus, and scourged him. And 
when he had scourged Jesus, he delivered him to be crucified. 
27 Then the soldiers of the governor took Jesus into the common 
hall, called Pretorium, and gathered unto him the whole band of 
28 soldiers, And they stripped him, and put on him a scarlet robe. 
29 And when they had platted a crown of thorns, they put it upon 
his head, and a reed in his right hand : and they bowed the knee 
before him, worshipped and mocked him, saying, Hail, King of 
30 the Jews! And they spit upon him, and smote him with their 
hands, and took the reed and smote him on the head.

J, 23 Turn the soldiers, when they had crucified Jesus, took his

garments, and made four parts, to every soldier a part ; and also 
his coat: now the coat was without seam, woven from the top 
throughout. They said therefore among themselves, Let us not 


-rend it, but cast lots for it whose it shall be, And they parted his 


garments, casting lots upon them, what every man should take. 
That the scripture might be fulfilled which was spoken by the 
prophet, They parted my garments among them, and for my ves- 
ture they did cast lots, These things therefore the soldiers did. 
And sitting down they watched him there. 

And Pilate wrote a title, a superscription of his accusation, and 
put if on the cross over his head. And the writing was, Tuts 1s 
JESUS OF NAZARETA, THE KING OF THE JEWS, This titlo 
then read many of the Jews : for the place where Jesus was cruci- 
fied was nigh to the city : and it was written in letters of Greek, 
and Latin, and Hebrew, Then said the chief priests of the Jews 
to Pilate, Write not, The King of the Jews ; bat that he said, [ am 
King of the Jews. Pilate answered, What I have written, I have 
written. 


. 39 And they that passed by, reviled him, wagging their heads, 


and saying, Ah, thou that destroyest the temple, and buildest it 
in three days, save thyself. If thou be the Son of God, come 
down from the cross, And the people stood beholding ; and the 
rulers with them derided him. Likewise also the chief priests, 
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42 mocking, said among themselves with the scribes and elders, He 
saved others ; himself he cannot save. If he be Christ the King 
of Israel, the chosen of God, let him save himself: let him now 
come down from the cross that we may see, and we will believe 

43 him. He trusted in God; let him deliver him now if he will 

44 have him: for he said, Iam the Son of God. The thieves also, 
which were crucified with him, reviled him.

27 son! Then saith he to the disciple, Behold thy mother! And 
from that hour that disciple took her unto his own home, 
Mk.

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that sabbath-day was an high day), besought Pilate that their legs 
might be broken, and that they might be taken away, Then came 
the soldiers, and brake the legs of the first, and of the other which 
was crucified with him. But when they came to Jesus, and saw 
that he was dead already, they brake not hislegs. But one of the 
soldiers with a spear pierced his side, and forthwith came there- 
out blood and water. And he that saw if bare record, and his 
record is true: and he knoweth that he-saith true, that ye might 
believe. For these things were done, that the scriptures should 
be fulfilled, A bone of him shall not be broken, And again an- 
other scripture saith, They shall look on him whom they pierced.

This man went in boldly unto Pilate, 
and begged the body of Jesus, that he might take itaway, And 
Pilate marvelled if he were already dead : and calling unto him the 
centurion, he asked him whether he had been any while dead.

J. 1 And Mary Magdalene seeth the stone taken away from the

L. 38 And they [’he other women] entered in [the sepulchre] and found 

4 not the body of the Lord Jesus, And it came to pass, as they 
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were much perplexed thereabout, behold, two men stood by them 
in shining garments.

12 wept she stooped down and looked into the sepulchre ; and seeth 
two angels in white, sitting, the one at the head, and the other at 

13 the feet, where the body of Jesus had lain. And they say unto 
her, Woman, why weepest thou? She saith unto them, Because 
they have taken away my Lord, and I know not where they have 

14 laid him. And when she had thus said, she turned herself back, 

15 and saw Jesus standing, and knew not that it was Jesus, Jesus 
saith unto her, Woman, why weepest thou? whom seekest thou ?

24 alive. And certain of them which were with ts, went to the sep- 
ulchre, and found it even so as the women had said: but him 
25 they saw not. Then he said unto them, O fools, and slow of heart 
26 to believe all that the prophets have spoken! Ought not Christ 
27 to have suffered these things, and to enter into his glory? And 
beginning at Moses, and all the prophets, he expounded unto 
them in all the scriptures the things concerning himself, 
28 And they drew nigh unto the village whither they went : and he 
29 made as though he would have gone further.

There 
were together Simon Peter, and Thomas called Didymus, and 
Nathanael of Cana in Galilee, and the sons of Zebedee, and two 
other of his disciples, Simon Peter saith unto them, I go a fish- 
ing. They say unto him, We also go with thee, They went forth, 
and entered into a ship immediately ; and that night they caught 
nothing. 

But when the morning was now come, Jesus stood on the shore ; 
but the disciples knew not thatit was Jesus. Then Jesus saith 
unto them, Children, have ye any meat? They answered him, 
No. And he said unto them, Cast the net on the right side of the 
ship, and ye shall find, They cast therefore, and now they were 
not able to draw it for the multitude of fishes.

Now 
when Simon Peter heard that it was the Lord, he girt his fisher’s 
coat unto him (for he was naked), and did cast himself into the sea, 
And the other disciples came in a little ship (for they were not 
far from land, but as it were two hundred cubits) dragging the 
net with fishes. 

As soon then as they were come to land they saw a fire of coals 
there, and fish laid thereon, and bread. Jesus saith unto them, 
Bring of the fish which ye have now caught, Simon Peter went 
up, and drew the net to land full of great fishes, an hundred and 
fifty and three : and for all there were so many, yet was not the 
net broken. Jesus saith unto them, Come @nd dine, And none 
of the disciples durst ask him, Who art thou? knowing that it 
was the Lord. Jesus then cometh, and taketh bread, and giveth 
them, and fish likewise. This is now the third time that Jesus 
shewed himself to his disciples, after that’ he was risen from the 
dead. 

So when they had dined, Jesus saith to Simon Peter, Simon son 
of Jonas, lovest thou me more than these? He saith unto him, 
Yea, Lord: thou knowest that I love thee. He saith unto him,

Feed my lambs, He saith to him again the second time, Simon 
son of Jonas, lovest thou me?

He saith unto him the third time, Simon son of Jonas, 
lovest thou me? Peter was grieved because he said unto him the 
third time, Lovest thou me? And he said unto him, Lord, thou 
knowest all things ; thou knowest that I love thee. Jesus saith 
unto him, Feed my sheep. Verily, verily, I say unto thee, When 
thou wast young, thou girdest thyself, and walkedst whither thou 


‘wouldest : but when thou shait be old, thou shalt stretch forth 


thy hands, and another shall gird thee, and carry thee whither 
thou wouldest not. This spake he, signifying by what death he 
should glorify God. And when he had spoken this, he saith unto 
him, Follow me. 

Then Peter, turning about, seeth the disciple whom Jesus loved, 
following (which also leaned on his breast at supper, and said, 


1 Lord, which is he that betrayeth thee ?), Peter seeing him, saith 


to Jesus, Lord, and what shall this man do? Jesus saith unto 
him, If I will that he tarry till I come, what is that to thee? Fol- 
low thou me. Then went this saying abroad among the brethren, 
that that disciple should not die: yet Jesus said not unto him, 
He shall not die ; but, If I will that he tarry till 1 come, what is 
that to thee? This is the disciple which testifieth of these things, 
and wrote these things ; and we know that his testimony is true.
